WASHINGTON, July 8—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today took abrupt 
steps to end dissension among Cab- 
inet members and other high offi- 
cials over the nature and scope of 
the public works program, when he 
named Secretary of the Interior 
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Ickes as public works administrator. 
Ickes is head of a faction which 
has been insisting that the entire 
$3300,000,000 program be initiated 
muickly as possible, while Budget 
lirector Douglas has led a group 
entending that prosperity is re- 
turning, and that the expenditure 
is unnecessary. 

Secretary Ickes already was 
chairman of the public works board 
appointed to supervise the program. 
And the President’s act in making 
him administrator in addition was 
iniformly construed here as mean- 

g that Ickes’ viewpoint had pre- 
vailed at the White House. More- 
over, it strengthened the impression 
that Douglas, with his various pro- 
grams for “economy,” is losing pres- 
tige with the President. He repre- 
sents the so-called “conservative” 
tement of the administration, while 
kkes has always been known as a 
Srogressive.”

Discharged Tellers of Man- 
chester Depository, 4011 
Chouteau, Said to Have 
Confessed. 


Thomas A. McGrath, discharged 
teller at the Manchester Bank of 
St. Louis, 4011 Chouteau avenue, 
was accused of misapplying $16,- 
400 of the bank’s funds in a war- 
rant issued yesterday by United 
States Commissioner Burke. 

Named in another warrant is an- 
other discharged teller, Robert E. 
Blum, with alleged defaications of 


$1132. 
The two shortages are not relat- 
ed, according to J. P. Hickok, vice- 


president of the bank, who said 
both men had admitted pecula- 
tions. 

The bank and its depositors are 
fully protected by a $300,000 surety 
bond, Hickok said, with the surety 
company having already agreed to 
make good the losses. . 

McGrath, 40 years old, was taken 
to St. Mary’s Hospital yesterday 
for an appendicities operation. Both 
Hickok and his relatives said he 
had refused to tell what he did 
with the money. The relatives said 
it was taken over a period of more 
than two years. 

McGrath’s method, according to 
Hickok, was to cash drafts present- 
ed for deposit by customers, keep- 
ing the money himself and making 
no entries in the customer’s ac- 
counts. He was discharged June 
28, when shortages in his accounts 
were discovered, Hickok said. 

An employe of the bank for 20 
years, McGrath was earning $200 a 
month when discharged and had re- 
ceived $275 until a general wage cut 
went into effect last Jan. 1. Rela- 
tives said he had been paying $65 
a month on his $10,000 brick bun- 
galow at 4114 Alma avenue, but that 
his equity amounted to only about 
$3000. He is married and has three 
daughters. 

Bium, according to the Bank offi- | 
cer, was discharged last April in a 
general lay-off and his shortage dis- 
covered later. Hickok said Blum 
had taken $1000 that a customer 
bad deposited to a savings account 
and $132 in interest payments that 
should have been credited to ac- 
counts. Blum is 28 years old, mar- 
ried and resides at 3526 Vista ave- 
nue. He had worked for the bank 
seven years. He had earned $175 
a month. 

Blum, in his statement to the 
bank, did not say what he had done 
with the money he took, Hickok 
told a reporter. 

A maximum penalty of five years 
and a $2000 fine is provided under 
Federal laws for misapplying funds. 
Joseph E. Muckerman is president 
of the Manchester Bank. 


POLICEMAN KILLED, ROBBERS 
CAUGHT IN CHICAGO HOLDUP 


Truck Driver Wrecks Machine to 
Aid in Capture of Pair 
After Chase.

CHICAGO, July 8—Two robbers 
committed an $81 holdup today 
and when the chase for them was 
ended a poficeman lay dead, a 
truck was smashed and its driver 
injured, both robbers had been 
captured, and police said a dozen 
daring robberies had been solved. 

Policeman Harry Redlich, 38 
years old, interrupted the robbery 
in an advertising agency. He cap- 
tured one of the robbers and was 
standing guard when the other 
crept up a fire escape and shot him 
in the back. . 

Both robbers fled and separated 
one of them commandeering a 
passing motor truck. Threatened 
with a pistol, the chauffeur drove 
straight ahead -until he saw a 
approaching police squad car. Then 
he deliberately crashed his truck 
into a building, suffering slight in- 
juries. Police captured the robber 
in an alley and identified him as

WASHINGTON, July 8. — Farm 
administrators today officially de- 
scribed their first major program 
to adjust American farm produc- 
tion downward as “unqualified suc- 
cess” in announcing that cotton 
growers had signed contracts offer- 
ing to plow up 5,566,169 acres of 
their growing crop. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
at the same time extended the 
period in which growers may sign 
contracts, which was to have ended 


tonight, until midnight, Wednes- 
day, and said further extensions 
would be made, if necessary, s0 
that every cotton grower would 
have a chance to sign. 

They desire to cut the potential 
crop by at least 3,000,000 bales. 
Both Wallace and George N. Peek, 
chief administrator of the farm act, 
indicated confidence that this goal 
would be achieved. 

Roosevelt Urges Co-Operation. 

In ani address tonight Secretary 
Wallace made public the following 
letter to him from President 
Roosevelt: 

“I want you to make it very clear 
that I attach the greatest possible 
importance to the cotton adjust- 
ment campaign. It is our first ma- 
jor attack on the agricultural de- 
pression. 

“I know that for the past two 
weeks the representatives of the 
farm adjustment administration 
have been presenting to the 2,000,- 
000 producers of cotton the hard 
facts of supply and demand, but 
the real question is, are the cot- 
ton growers ready to recognize 
these facts and seize their oppor- 
tunity? 

“I myself am one of those who 
as a planter of cotton has suf- 
fered from the absurdly low prices 
of the past few years. What I am 
concerned about, and what every 
other cotton grower ought to think 
about, is the price of cotton next 
year if cotton acreage is not re- 
duced. 

“There are two reasons why 
every cotton grower should go 
along with the Government’s na- 
tional responsibility. The first is 
the patriotic duty of making the 
plan a success for the benefit of 
the whole country; and the sec- 
ond is the personal advantage to 
every cotton grower in helping as 
an individual to reduce an over- 
supply of cotton and thereby ob- 
taining a better price for what he 
grows. yi ee 

“The responsibilty rests on the 
individual grower, and I believe 
that we can get substantial unity 
among our more than 2,000,000 cot- 
ton producers for this program of a 
planned and orderly harvest.” 


Increased Acreage. 

Earlier in the day the crop re- 
porting board in its first cotton es- 
timate this year, reported the acre- 
age as of July 1 was 40,798,000 
acres, an increase of 11.6 per cent 
over last year. . 

The board will make its first pro- 
duction estimate in August, but on 
the basis of the long-time average 
yield in the cotton belt of one-third 
of a bale to the acre this would 
indicate a potential crop of about 
13,500,000 bales. By cutting pro- 
duction 3,000,000 bales or more, Wal- 
lace hoped this year’s crop might 
be brought to about 10,000,000 bales. 
There is a carry-over, from last 
year of about 12,500,000 bales of 
American cotton. . 

Processing Tax About Aug. 1. 

Employment of the acreage-reduc- 
tion program means that a process- 
ing tax of about 4 cents a pound 
will go into effect about Aug. 1 
At the same time, the floor stocks 
of cotton processors and wholesal- 
ers will be subjected to tax, Re 
tailers will have 30 days in which 
to dispose of their stocks on hand 
before they are taxed. 

Wallace said the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue was attempting to 
work out conversion factors to be 
used in determining the amount of 
tax to be applied to cotton goods 
on the floor. Also when the pro 
cessing tax becomes effective, a 
compensatory import tax of an 
equal amount will become effec- 
tive. The movement of raw cot- 
ton to American shores has long 
been insignificant, however, as, in- 
dividually, more than one-half of 
this country’s production is ex- 
ported. The compensatory tax will 
have significance in connection 
with the importation of fabricated 
cotton and conversion factors will 
be established for that levy. 

Response “Remarkable.” 

Wallace and Peek both described 
the response of the Southern farm- 
‘ers to the reduction 
which has been under way for two 
weeks as “remarkable.” They said 
the campaign had been especially 
successful in recent days, that de- 
lays in educating farmers regard- 
ing details of their program and 
the distribution of contract forms 
and other supplies prevented the

BIG GOLD POOL 10 
PROTECT CURRENGY 


Italy, Belgium, Poland, Hol- 
land and Switzerland Join 
France in Effort to Save 
Standard. 


SPECULATORS TO 
BE ATTACKED 


Agreement Not Directed 
Against American Dollar 
or English Pound, It Is 
Said in Paris. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 8—A huge pool of 
gold for defense of their currencies 
was formed today by six chiefs of 
central banks of gold countrieg. 


The national banks of Italy, Bel- 
gium, Poland, Holland and Switzer- 
land joined the Bank of France in 
the formation of this fund to main- 
tain their respective countries on 
the gold standard. 

The agreement for this concerted 
action was proclaimed as solely for 
self-protection and in nowise di- 
rected against the dollar or the 
pound. The fund will be operated 
as a vigorous attack against specu- 
lators. 

Distinctly technical arrangements 
were worked out by the gold bloc 
bankers at their meeting in the 
Bank of France, including a com- 
mon fund to maintain their monies 
at parity. 

The workings of this plan were 
kept secret on the ground that its 
efficacy might be destroyed if it 
were published. 

Experts at the close of the con- 
ference frankly recognized that 
their battle was a fight against 
time and they admitted that, if it 
continued for several months, some 
of the weaker countries still on gold 
probably would drop out, although 
the “Big Six” themselves are sure 
that they can hold out. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that there will be no embargo on 
gold exportations by the countries 
involved. 

It was expected that Germany, 
Czecho-Slovakia and the Free City 
of Danzig will join the agreement 
shortly. 

The gold situation will be _ re- 
viewed at the next meeting of the 
Bank for International Settlements 
directors, July 7. 

The six countries participating in 
the meeting and the agreement 
hold two-fifths of the world’s sup- 
ply of gold. Their action was de- 
clared to be designed to “maintain 
unhindered the functioning of the 
gold standard in their respective 
countries, at present parities.”

HER PARACHUTE

She Had Been Stunting 
Near Kansas City. Kan.— 
Her Father Lives in Web-

KANSAS CITY, Kan., July 8.— 


Miss Mildred Wright, 30 years old, 
of Webster Groves, fell 1000 feet 
to her death in the Missouri River 
late today when the plane in which 
she was stunting, got out of control. 
Donald Moss, 23, another pilot, was 
drowned when he swam out to res- 
cue her. 

While the plane was in the midst 
of a tailspin, the body of Miss 
Wright was seen to shoot out as 
if it had been tossed free. She 
wore a parachute and pulled the 
rip cord as she fell, but the para- 
chute did not open until just be- 
fore she struck the water. 

Moss, informed of the accident, 
hurried to the river, and seeing her 
plane, supposed that she was in the 
wreckage. 

While Daniel Covington looked 
on, Moss swam out into the swift 
current which had borne Miss 
Wright and her parachute rapidly 
down the river. Before he could 
reach the plane, Moss shouted to 
Covington: “I can’t make it. The 
current is too strong.” 

Covington, a poor swimmer, then 
leaped into the water but Moss sank 
and Covington returned to the riv- 
er bank. 

Miss Wright, a member of the 
faculty of the Central Missouri 
Teachers’ College at Warrensburg, 
held a private flying license and 
was seeking to qualify for a com- 
mercial pilot’s license. She had been 
stunting in the plane when it went 
into a tailspin at an altitude of 
about 2000 feet. It fell 1000 feet be- 
fore she jumped. 

Miss Wright’s father, W. J. 
Wright, is employed by the Mis- 
souri. Pacific Railroad and lives at 
Webster Groves, Mo. 


Two Women Injured in Jumping 

From Blazing Plane.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 8—Two 
women were injured and burned 
seriously this afternoon when they 
leaped from their burning airplane 
which had landed in high tension 
wires northwest of the city. 
When the women jumped. they 
landed in burning gasoline on the 
ground.

A witness said Mrs. Harper ap- 
parently realized she was flying 
too low to clear the . wires and 
“gunned” the ship but it failed to 
rise. It burst into flames as it 
struck the wires and the women 
jumped. 

Mrs. Harper was the first In- 
diana woman to obtain a commer- 
cial pilot’s license. She is the 
mother of three children, Warren, 
9 years old; Richard 5, and Sher- 
ill 2. Mrs. Frinke has one child,

To effect such re 
peal we demand that the Con- 
gress immediately propose a con- 
stitutional amendment to truly 
representative conventions in the 
States called fo act solely on that 
proposal.’ 

“The Congress has acted on

THINKS MAJORITY 
| IS WITH HIM 


In Statement Declares to 
Adjourn Would Be ‘“‘to 
Betray the Responsibility 
Laid Upon Us.” 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 8.—Cordell Hull, 


American Secretary of State, 


sought tonight to rally the forces 
of the world economic conference, 
sorely divided over the monetary 
issue, by pointing to various major 
problems which he said the nations 
might yet attack. 

In an appeal which was inter- 
preted as aimed primarily at re- 
gaining the co-operation of France 
and other members of the gold 
bloc, the leader of the American 
delegation urged the summoning of 
“fresh resolution to surmount im- 
mediate obstacles” and called for 
better understanding of opposing 
viewpoints. 

Armed with fresh amplifications 
of President Roosevelt’s policies, 
received by cable during the day, 
Secretary Hull endeavored to en- 
list as many nations as possible 
in a price-making program on an 
international scale similar to that 
under way in the United States. 

Hull also engaged in quiet con- 
versations with spokesmen for va- 
rious countries friendly to Amer- 
fean policy with a view to draw- 
ing up a program in which many 
delegations will have a hand and 
which will not bear the specific 
American labels. 

The foremost goal would be 
raising of the world price level. 
In this connection it was noted 
that Secretary Hull mentioned the 
price level at the head of the list 
of topics which he said could be 
discussed despite refusal of the 
French and their continental al- 
lies to discuss monetary matters. 

Hull’s Statement. 

“T gather from comments in the 
newspapers that what }s desired 
is a recital of some of the qués- 
tions which are capable of consid- 
eration under existing conditions,” 
the statement issued in his capac- 
ity as chief of the American dele- 
gation said. 

“T would list for example: Price 
levels, credit policy, innumerable 
prohibitions and restrictions 
strangling mutually profitable 
trade transactions, retailiation and 
countless other war breeding trade 
practices and methods. 

“We cannot pretend we have ex- 
hausted the resources of states- 
manship when we have not yet 
even superficially examined these 
problems, all of which are listed 
on the agenda. 

“All those who believe in inter- 
national amity must rejoice in the 
decision of the bureau, which is 
also the steering committee, to 
have the economic conference go 
forward. 

“T have conferred with leaders 
of many delegations and I am con- 
fident that the majority of the 
delegates of 66 nations represent- 
ed at the conference will heartily 
support that decision. 

Urges That Work Go On. 

“We have assembled here from 
every corner of the earth to deal 
with fundamental problems con- 
tained in the agenda. We would 
betray the responsibility laid upon 
us were we to adjourn the confer- 
ence in the face of the first trou- 
blesome issues which beset our 
paths. 

“We tll know that the difficul- 
ties are great. We have known 
that from the outset. We need 
only to summon fresh resolutions 
to surmount the immediate obsta- 
cle and approach our task with 
deeper understanding of our re- 
spective viewpoints. 

“Every nation will benefit if we 
succeed, standing united in a war 
against the common enemy of uni- 
versal economic prostration. 

“No greater opportunity could be 
. presented to statesmanship than 
confronts this conference. To let 
the opportunity for advancing the 
common good be lost because we 
are unable to rise above transitory 
perplexities would rightly earn for 
us the condemnation of history.” 


“Roosevelt Amplifies Plan in Mes-

. WASHINGTON, July 8.—The am- 
plified American plan of action for 
‘world price recovery and economic 
rehabilitation was forwarded today 
to the delegation at the London 
conference. The details of the Pres-

tion of the group at London. It 
was emphasized, however, that no 
new instructions were forwarded 
but rather that a clarification of 
the original American position had 
been sent to Chairman Hull.

The work of 
passing on these contracts might 
take a month, Wallace said. He 
was hopeful, however, that the 
first checks might be sent to 
farmers early in August, but said 
that late August was more likely 
to be the time the principal cash 
benefits would move into the 
South. 

“The attitude of the cotton pro- 
ducer during this campaign has 
been highly satisfactory,” Wallace 
said. “The majority of them un- 
derstand the situation, and real- 
ize that it is imperative they do 
something about -it. 

“Today's acreage reports on 
land in cultivation emphasize the 
necessity for the success of this 
campaign. The cotton producers 
cannot expect a decent price for 
their crop this fall if the present 
planted acreage is permitted to go 
to harvest.” - 

The administration would deter- 
mine what acreage was to be re- 
tired after the acreage offered had 
been inspected and the cost deter- 
mined, Wallace explained. He 
said the plan would be carried 
through as rapidly as possible.

President Roosevelt already has 
allotted $400,000,000 of the fund for 
highway construction, which is ex- 
pected to provide 100,000 new jobs 
before September. That allotment 
was made mandatory by Congress. 
In addition, $238,000,000 has been 
allotted to the Navy for the con-| 
struction of 32 new vessels, includ-, 
ing cruisers, destroyers and aircraft 
carriers. Of these, 17 will be built 
in private shipyards and 15 in Gov- 
ernment yards. Bids on the 17 will 
be opened here July 26. 

Private shipyards have not yet 
submitted a “code of fair competi- 
tion” to Gen. Johnson, Administra- 
tor of Industrial Control, and it is 
possible that acceptance of bids 
will be made contingent upon the 
establishment of minimum wages 
and maximum hours for persons 
engaged on the construction of 
these vessels. 

Representatives from 26 states 
met here today with W. Frank 
Persons, Director of the United 
States Employment Service, to work 
out a plan for re-employment of 
men on the public works projects. 
State employment agencies will be 
set up undey Federal supervision, 
and will furnish lists of names of 
men qualified for the new jobs. 


RAIN IN FOUR FARM STATES

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 8— 
Drouth-breaking rains over Central 
and Northeastern Kansas, North- 
west Missouri, Southeastern Ne- 
braska and Southwestern Iowa 
gave corn and other crops a new 
lease on life today..

Measure Offered in Oklahoma 
Legislature for Repeal Vote.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., July 8. 
—Gov. Murray today authorized the 
special legislative session to set up 
machinery for a vote on repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment. With- 
out delay a repeal measure was in- 
troduced in the House. 

Murray said he was not opening 
the way for a vote on the repeal 
of Oklahoma’s bone-dry State law, 
but was submitting the repeal ques- 
tion “in obedience to the United 
States submission resolution.” The 
repeal vote would not be taken be- 
fore Dec. 5 and probably not before 
the first primary election next July. 

Meanwhile, the beer and anti- 
beer proponents were closing their 
campaigns in readiness for next 
Tuesday’s vote on the sale of 3.2 
per cent beer. Prospective venders 
were taking out licenses and brew- 
ers were ready to rush shipments 
across Oklahoma borders should 
the beer proposal win. 

Attorney-General King worked 
out plans for handling the sale of 
the brew. King said beer could be 
sold on the day following the elec- 
tion, if the proposal carried. Beer 
“not for consumption on the prem- 
ises where it is sold” may be vend- 
ed legally as soon as the State li- 
cense is obtained. 


SIX KILLED AT CROSSING

sons were killed outright and one 
fatally injured when their auto-

WASHINGTON, July 8. — The 
wheat processing tax which goes 
into effect at midnight tonight is 
expected to produce about $150,000,- 
000, which will be used to pay 
benefits to farmers in return for 
agreements to reduce their acreage 
in the next two years up to 20 per 
cent. 

The exact reduction will be de- 
termined later by Wallace, who de- 
sires to harmonize the reduction 
with any agreement involving other 
wheat-producing nations which may 
be arrived at during the. interna- 
tional wheat conference now in 
progress in London. 

Wheat which moves into export 
channels is not affected by the tax 
nor is that which is used for ani- 
mal feed, seed and other purposes 
unrelated to human food domestic- 
ally consumed. 

The campaign to obtain agree- 
ments from wheat farmers will be 
carried on from Aug. 1 to Sept. 15. 

The tax will be in effect for one 
year and may then be continued 
by order of Secretary Wallace.

Kansas is the leading wheat state 
with an average annual production 
for the base period of 169,176,000 
bushels; North Dakota second, with 
102,255,000 bushels; Nebraska third, 
with 56,701,000 bushels, and Okla- 
homa fourth, with 54,352,000 bush- 
els. 

Only 18 states produced an aver- 
age of more than 15,000,000 bushels 
during the five years, although 
wheat was grown in some quanti- 
ties in 40 states. The wheat plan 
is not to be applied in counties 
where production is less than 150,- 
000 to 200,000 bushels a year. 

Wallace’s estimate of the na- 
tional consumption will be known 
as an “allotment.”

AUSTIN, Tex., July 8.— While 
Texas has not. yet completed its 
quota of acreage in the cotton de- 
struction program, the plan is 
working satisfactorily in most 
parts of the state, according to 
authorities in charge of the work. 
Farmers throughout the state have 
received the proposal favorably, as 
many as 90 per cent of the grow- 
ers in some counties indorsing it. 
An extension of time for signing 
the acreage reduction contracts 
will undoubtedly enable Texas to 
reach its quota. 

The total acreage 
cotton in Texas this year is ap- 
proximately 16,874,000 acres. It is 
estimated that enough Texas farm- 
ers will co-operate in the program 
to reduce this acreage by about 25 
per cent, or 4,200,000 acres. 

A total of 2500 growers in Shelby 
County affixed their signatures to 
the contracts and County Agent C. 
P. Scurlock predicts that 90 per 
cent of the 45,000 farmers in the 
county would sign by the expira- 
tion of the time limit. Nearly 400 
farmers in San Saba County agreed 
to plough up nearly 6000 acres, or 
about 35 per cent of the total.

ficers for suspects in the slaying 
of five men. at Union Station here 
June 17; began to get results with 
the arrest today of Herbert Far- 
mer, 42 vears old, at his home near 


Joplin, Mo., and the detention here 
of James (Fur) Sammons, listed 
as a “public enemy” in’ Chicago. 

Farmer, known to’ police as a 
gambler and ex-convict, was the 
second man to be seized in the ex- 
treme search for the killers’ gang. 

He was arrested without resist- 
ance at his home seven miles south 
of Joplin, and, by order of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation of the De- 
partment of Justice, was held in- 
communicado there. 

Farmer’s arrest was ordered at. 
ter Federal agents had traced long 
distance telephone calls from Hot 
Springs, Ark.,, to his home. The 
calls, officers said, were placed the 
night after Frank Nash, train rob- 
ber and escaped convict, was cap- 
tured in Hot Springs, by Federal 
agents and Otto Reed, Chief of 
Police of McAlester, Ok. 

Killing On June 17. 

Nash, Reed, a Federal agent and 
two Kansas City detectives, were 
killed by.machine gun fire outside 
the station here when they arrived 
the morning of June 17, en route 
to the Federal Penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kan., from which the 
fugitive escaped in 1930.’ 

Officers said a telephone call 
went out from Farmer’s home to a 
residence here, which officers said 
was occupied at the time by Verne 
C. Miller, said by officers to have 
been the man at the machine gun 
in the Union Station slaying. 

Sammons was held on a fugitive 
warrant issued at the request of 
Baltimore, Md. authorities who 
said he was wanted in connection 
with a $45,000 robbery ‘there. 

His preliminary hearing was _ set 
for July 20. 

Suspect in Kidnaping. 

Officers said St. Paul police were 
investigating Sammons’ movements 
in connection with the kidnaping 
June 15, of William Hamm, wealthy 
St. Paul brewer. When he was ar- 
rested police found in his posses- 
sion more than $8500 in cash, in- 
cluding four $1000 bank notes. Po- 
lice said the serial numbers of the 
notes found on Sammon would be 
checked to determine if they were 
a part of the $100,000 ransom paid 
for Hamm’s release. 

St. Paul officers, however, re- 
ported the notes paid in the Hamm 
ransom all were in denominations 
of $20 or less. 

Officers here said Sammons def- 
initely has been placed as a mem- 
ber of a gang headed by Miller now 
sought throughout the nation as 
one of the actual killers in the five- 
man slaying here. He has been at 
odds with the law for 25 years and 
is a former Capone gangster. 

William Weissman, alias Bill 
Weiss, also is being sought as one 
of the slayers. He also was said by 
police to have been a member of 
Miller’s gang.

Bogus Policeman Makes Entry; 

Office Workers and Executive 

Disposed of As They Arrive.

NEW YORK, July 8.—In a care- 
fully planned and calmly executed 
holdup of a branch of the Corn 
Exchange Bank & Trust Co. today 
five robbers got $23,838 in cash af- 
ter they waited for more than an 
hour for the bank’s vaults to open. 


~ One of the men, dressed in a po- 
liceman’s uniform, tapped on the 
bank windows at 7:40 a. m.- George 
Smith, a Negro porter, admitted 
him and faced a revolver. The in- 
truder was joined by two confed- 
erates. 

Twelve clerks, arriving for work, 
were met at the door by the bogus 
officer, who escorted them to a 
réar room. Four were found with 
picture wire.

RECRUITS of the Civilian Conservation Corps putting the finishing touches on a home-made ice-box in 
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Around Clock in Camp 
Of Conservation Corps 
At Meramec State Park 


Reveille and Taps Sounded in Harrow Disc 
—Recruits Grow Hale and Hearty 
Doing Useful Work. 


ITH a harrow disc replacing 
W the bugle and a rough hewn 
cave as a commissary, 200 
young men from Kansas City and 
points in Central Missouri are en- 
camped in Meramec State Park, 
near Sullivan, one of five Civilian 
Conservation Camps _ established 
in this State for the unemployed. 
Before them lies the task of 
putting into practical effect the 
reforestation plan of President 
Roosevelt which almost overnight 
has resulted in the mobilization of 
nearly 300,000 recruits and the crea- 
tion of 1600 camps in different sec- 
tions of the country. 

Prepared to do the work at 
hand, the recruits have entered on 
a park improvement program de- 
signed to transform the 7000-acre 
tract into a place of ordered beau- 
ty, with its remotest reaches read- 
ily accessible to visitors. 

An elaborate system of foot and 
bridle: paths is contemplated lead- 
ing to natural vistas—‘wildness” 
will remain unspoiled—unknown to 
most St. Louisans who drive 65 
miles or so to the park only to 
see but a few acres of it. 


Initial projects, already under 
way, include the creation of new 
beaches along Meramec River, en- 
largement of some present ones to 
obviate congestion, and the prep- 
aration of systematic fire-preven- 
tion facilities. 


20 Miles of Fire Lanes. 


Main thoroughfares leading into 
the reservation are being improved. 
Construction has begun of 22 miles 
of secondary roadways and about 
20 miles of fire lanes. Trees will

A piék and shovel battalion was 
engaged yesterday in clearing the 
hitherto impassable road to the big 
fire tower, so that it may be 
reached by automobile. Still an- 
other gang was occupied clearing 
away underbrush and dead timber 
along the river, causing a 600-foot 
sandy beach to begin to take form 
where only a dense and uninviting 
tangle of bushes was apparent a 
few days ago. 

Camp life, scheduled now to last 
for about six months, is just get- 
ting into full swing. The camp 
itself is in lively contrast to the 
morning of June 16. when an ad- 
vance guard of 45 made camp for 
the remainder of the contingent, 
all of whom were in the mess line 
a few days later. 

Against the flank of a hillside 
near the entrance to the park their 
tents are pitched, official head- 
quarters of* “Co. 739 of the C. C. 
Cc.” Other companies of similar 
size are at Big Spring State Park, 
Roaring River State Park, Indian 
Trail State Park and Sam A. Baker 
State Park, in Missouri. 

Camp Morale Good. 

But already the “men of Co. 739” 
—most of ¢hem are nearer the 18- 
year minimum age requirement 
than the 25-year maximum—aver 
their outfit is the best in the State, 
bar none, so steadily has camp 
morale developed despite a mixture 
of city and country youths and a 
representation of everything from 
clerks and wood carvers to auto- 
mobile mechanics and farm boys. 

Urban youths, accustomed to the 
mechanized life of the city, are 
growing accustomed to sights and 
sounds which were of strange and 
eerie import to them the first few 
days and nights in camp. 

And Jim Jones from Thirty-first 
street and Sam Smith from a Ben- 
ton County farm, tent-mates now, 
find they have a lot in common, 
shafe in the daily work, sleep to- 
gether; play together on a base- 
ball diamond taking shape near the 
camp. True, the country recruit 
twirls a more expert horseshoe in 
the games but rivalries are friend- 
ly and differences are settled with 
the gloves in the company streets. 

No Military Formailities. 

There is nothing military about 
the camp, save the army equip- 
ment, and the gold insignia on the 
shoulders of the commandant, Maj. 
G. 8S. Brownell of Fort lLeaven- 
worth, under whom the _ recruits 
were conditioned prior to coming 
to camp. There are no salutes, no 
formal discipline, not even the tra- 
ditional bugle. 

Instead, lusty blows on a harrow 
disc sound reveille at 5:45 a. m. 
and faps at 11 p. m. When mess 
call clamors through the camp, all 
eat the same food, stout army fare 
prepared by cooks trained from 
among the campers. Six cooks man 
the big field range and at night 
two bakers prepare bread for the 
next day. 

Major Brownell and Capt. C. G. 
Kershaw, also of Fort lLeaven- 
worth, saunter through the camp, 
pausing now and then for an in- 
formal word or two, keeping a 
general eye on its many activities. 
Only an occasional suggestion is 
necessary, recruits eagerly seizing 
on new devices to make camp life 
comfortable and facilitate their 
work. Lieut. R. S. Metheny, a Med- 
ical Reserve Officer from Lincoln, 
Neb., the only other officer in 
camp, said the health of the camp- 
ers had been excellent; announced 
they had gained in weight and 
strength since living and working 
in the open. 

They look it. Many of the work- 
ers are stripped to the waist, backs 
bronzed -by the sun, muscular arms 
quick to do everything from stok- 
ing the fire under the field range 
to cutting down trees. One camper, 


: 


a wood carver, insists on the hard- 
est work; says he wants to “get 
toughened up.” There are few 
shirkers—and their section mates 
deal with them. 

“Look out, here we come,” rose 
a shout yesterday as 24 men, 12 
on a side, carried a 45-foot oak 
pole into camp, set it down ready 
to be raised into position as-a flag 
pole. Then they raced a few rods 
across the field, gathered about 
one of four rock-rimmed pools they 
had constructed. 

Home-Made Ice Box. 

Damming a stream, the campers 


formed separate pools, designating 
each one. In one they wash their 


hands and faces; in another they | 


bathe; in others they wash their 
clothes. A big hole, circled by 
rocks, marked “For Razor Blades” 
is probably the biggest razor blade 
container in the world. 


Ingenuity is manifested in oth- 
er ways. A crew was busy putting 
the finishing touches on an ice box, 
built into the bank but a few yards 
from one of the tents in which food 
is prepared. Across th: company 
street was a rustic cave, timbered 
into the hill—a comparatively cool 
commissary. 

One of the tents contains a field 
telephone, connecting with the Sul- 
livan exchange, about four miles 
away. Word may be instantly 
flashed when an army plane lands 
on a flying field which the campers 
laid out near the town. Wherever 
feasible, the army has built flying 
fields near the conservation camps. 

Under the trees, incongruously | 
enough, is a red plush barber's 
chair, salvaged from some old 


equipment at Fort Leavenworth for 
$2. It is the pride of the camp. Ay 
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camp barber stands over it with 
razor and scissors. 

Another popular spot is the camp 
postoffice. Many of the letters re- 
ceived by the recruits speak grate- 
fully of the $25 monthly that goes 
to, dependants back home out of 
a $30 wage. 

Little Home-Sickness. 

Although most of the campers, 
many of whom are from Chilli- 
cothe, never have beén away from 
home before cases of home-sickness 
have been rare. They have been 
too busy to be homesick, and a 
progressive program of camp im- 
provements is calculated to stave 
off the day when the novelty has 
worn off. 

More than half the company has 
had at least two years in high 
school; about 86 recruits are high 
school graduates; a few have at- 
tended college; one ‘served in the 
navy—he regards camp life as “the 
easiest time I ever had.” 


Work of the campers in the park 
is planned partly by C. A. Doland, 
a Federal park engineer, who has 
outlined “nature trail” projects and’ 
other developments designed not 
only to change the reservation for 
the better but also to increase its 
popularity. 

When the day’s work is over, at 
4:30 p. m., the workers hasten to 
amuse themselves, seemingly not 
tired by seven hours of hauling

progressed very satisfactorily. He 
said that figures and estimates had 
been forwarded to Washington 
where they would bé announced. 
Reid would not say whether he 
expected Arkansas to attain its 
quota of 1,002,000 acres, but did 
say that he had never experienced 
greater interest by the farmers in 
any other movement. 

The acreage reduction campaign 
has been conducted by holding 
meetings in each county . under 
Reid’s general direction. These 
meetings have been well attended 
in almost all instances and a wil- 
lingness to co-operate has  pre- 
vailed, Reid said. This is true with 
reference to large plantation own- 
ers.and small farmers alike. R. E. 
Lee Wilson of Wilson, Mississippi 
County, and one of the largest 
planters, offered to plow under 
7000 acres. G. F. Watson of Drew 
County, who had planted but two 
acres in cotton, agreed to plow un- 
der one acre and to take an option 
on 100 pounds of lit cotton in pay- 
ment. 


Tennessee Will Reach Full Quota, 
Administrator Predicts. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 7. — 
About half of the Tennessee quota 
in the cotton acreage reduction 
campaign has been pledged, accord- 
ing to C. E. Brehm, State adminis- 
trator of the campaign. Brehm pre- 
dicts that the State will reach its 
full quota. About 150,000 acres of 
the State’s quota of 317,000 acres 
have been pledged by about 11,000 
farmers, Brehm estimated. The 
reports have not been fully checked. 
The campaign has been conduct- 
ed through the county agricultural 
agents. Generally the farmers were 
called to a meeting, and pledges 
were received after acreage reduc- 
ton had been explained. In one in- 
stance a Chamber of Commerce 
provided teams to carry on the 
work. The campaign has been 
sloweu up in this, State by lack of 
workers for cotton acreage inspec- 
tion on individual farms. 

Three growers in the western part 
of the State signed for a total re- 
duction of 1900 acres. John Jack- 
son, Tiptonville, signed for 700 
acres; Jack Bratton Dyersburg, 600 
acres, and George Mukes, Stanton, 
600 acres. 


Cash Benefits With Options Popu- 
lar in Georgia. 

Special t? the Post-Dispatch. 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 8.— Confi- 
dence that Georgia would subscribe 
its quota toward the cotton acre- 
age reduction campaign was ex- 
pressed by J. Phil Campbell, direc- 
tor of the extension service in Geor- 
gia, as figures were’ given 
showing Georgia farmers had 
signed up so far to eliminate 397,- 
716 acres. Georgia’s tentative quota 
was fixed at 940,000 acres. 

Cash benefits without options in 
the contracts submitted so far from 
Georgia amount to $1,679,319. Cash 
benefits with options amount to §$2,- 
794,360. 

Agents of the extension service 
report little opposition to the cotton 
crop curtailment. plan, although 
some growers have not signed the 
acreage reduction agreement yet. 
County Agent Truitt reports one 
large planter in Fulton County, 
Mrs. Susie McClure, who usually 
has more than 300 acres in cotton, 
has agreed to take out one-half of 
her crop. 


Oklahoma Campaign Not Finished, 
But Workers Are Keeping On. 
OLAHOMA CITY, Ok., July 8.— 
Arriving at the original deadline 
Saturday with their task not near- 
ly finished, cotton acreage reduc- 
tion workers had orders to keep on 
working. 

The cotton program in Oklahoma 
has progressed rapidly this week 
since a new supply of contract 
blanks arrived. Some of the local 
committees already have finished 
their work and the others should 
be through by Tuesday night. 

D. P. Trent, Oklahoma A. and M. 
College, extension director in charge 
of cotton reduction, said he had 
been ordered not to release more 
figures on the success of the cam- 
paign. The latest figures compiled, 
after six days of campaigning, 
showed the farmers were readily 
accepting the plan, but the total 
acreage reduction was far from 
what was

Long 
feels South Carolina will sign up 
for its allotment and the only rea- 
son: it has not already done so is 
that it has been impossible to see 
the required number of people in 
the time allowed. With the ex- 
tension granted by Washington and 
with the aid of others, who will 
assist in interviewing the farmers, 
Long expects the campaign in this 
state to succeed. 


$536,000 PUBLIC WORKS 
PROPOSAL AT ST. CHARLES 


A $535,000 public works program 
for St. Charles, including the erec- 
tion of a $300,000 municipal power 
plant was outlined yesterday by 
Mayor Wayne S. O’Neal in a Ietter 
to the director of relief and con- 
struction for Missouri, who had re- 
quested officers of various munici- 
palities to suggest projects which 
would be financed partly by Fed- 
eral funds. 

Mayor O’Neal, who drew up the 
program after a meeting of the 
Municipal League for Home Rule, 
included in it the power plant, al- 
though a bond issue for a, munici- 
pal plant twice has been defeated 
at the polls this year. The league 
supported the project. At present, 
St. Charles obtains its. electricity 
from the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. 

Other suggested projects include 
a $60,000 water filteration system, 
storm sewers and street improve- 
ments.

on Report. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 8—An ad- 
ministration effort to allay indus- 
trial fears of forcible unionization 
under the codes of fair competition 


became evident today, together 
with an indication that the textile 
code, first submitted, would be 
placed before President Roosevelt 
early next week. 

The delay in putting the cotton 
agreement before the Chief Execu- 
tive for final study and promulga- 
tion was authoritatively attributed 
to extreme care on the part of 
Hugh S. Johnson, the administra- 
tor. Twice he has returned to sub- 
ordinates for revision the report 
in which he will review for the 
President the agreement and the 


hearings on it. Finally, last night 
he went to work on it himself. 

Forecasts that codes would be 
submitted very shortly by other 
basic industries continued, but 
there were signs also that some of 
the non-union trades, though ready 
to submit wage-raising and work- 
limiting agreements, were fearful of 
the provision of the industrial act 
granting labor right to organize 
without any interference from the 
employers. 

In the light of this, significance 
was attached to a statement by 
Johnson asserting that “it is not 
the duty of the (Recovery) admin- 
istration to act as an agent to 
unionize labor in any industry and, 
as has repeatedly been stated, it 
will not so act.” 

Johnson referred specifically to 
“circulars and other literature” al- 
legedly distributed by labor unions,

“Collective bargaining under ade- 
quate Government sanction and su- 
pervision should hold no fears for 
the fair-minded industrialist; on 
the other hand the national recov- 
ery administration pledges itself 
through its labor advisory board to 
obtain a fair deal for labor in any 
industry presenting a code, wheth- 
er the employes are organized or 
not.” 

While answering the labor union 
claims, he also called incorrect 
statements attributed to industrial 
concerns trying to convince their 
workers that they must join new 
company unions to get any benefit 
from the law. 

Meanwhile a committee of 10 
coal operators, representing mainly 
union fields, pushed on with rep- 
resentatives of the United Mine 
Workers of America in a confer- 
ence out of which they hope to 
draft.a code for submission to 
Johnson next week. The Southern 
coal interests, who oppose union- 
ization, are working separately and 
were understood to have nearly 
completed a second code. There 
was talk also of other § separate 
codes.

PRUSSAN COUNCIL 
REDUGED TO MERE 
ADVISORY BODY 


Premier Goering Promul- 
gates New. Constitution 
and Tells Members They 
Must Obey. 


Ey the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 8.—A new consti- 
tution for the Prussian State Coun- 
ci] in which National Socialist 
Storm Troop members were offici- 
ally recognized as among the chief 
advisers of the State Premier was 
promulgated today by Capt. Wil- 
helm Goering, right hand man of 
Chancellor Hitler in the National 
cabinet. 

Goering, who also is Premier of 
Prussia, hailed the new State Coun- 
cil as “the most important organ 


of government next to the State 
Cabinet.” 

This council, which formerly 
functioned as a Senate, or upper 
House, will hereafter merely listen 
to the pronouncements of Goering, 
make observations concerning them 
and then adjourn. 

Article 10 of the Constitution de- 
clares that “the State Council does 
not vote,” that it merely “advises 
the State Ministry anent the con- 
duct of the State’s affairs.” 

Membership is composed of the 
Prussian cabinet and 50 persons 
appointed by the Premier, among 
them chiefs and subchiefs of the 
storm troops and shock troops. 
Representatives of the churches, 
industry, business, science and la- 
bor also will be included. 


Goering Explains Idea. 

Goering, explaining the Constitu- 
tion to newspapermen, said: 

“The new Germany is built on 
National Socialism. Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s ideas constitute a platform on 
which hereafter Germany will be 
reared and governed. In the 
Nazi state there will be no voting. 
The Nazi state knows but one au- 


downward, and but one responsi- 
bility, from the bottom upward. 
“We are the dead enemies the 


‘books. 


Democratic majority principles. 
Not since the times of Frederick 
the Great was. authority so con- 
centrated. Call it dictatorship if 
you please—really it is merely the 
principle of leadership.” 

Members of the State Consul, he 
added, rank above members of the 
Diet and come directly behind the 
Cabinet members. 

Developments in Church Fight. 

With the suppression for three 
months today of the newspaper 
Taegliche Rundschau, the struggle 
for Protestant church control en- 
tered a new and bitter stage. 

The newspaper had cited an arti- 
cle of a church pronouncement 
drawn up in 1537 at Schmalkalden, 
in which Martin Luther partici- 
pated, declaring that the churches 
alone possess the right of choosing 
pastors and other spiritual officers 
and that “no earthly power can 
take this from them.” 

This was regarded as unjustified 
criticism of the removal of church- 
men by State church commission- 
ers. 

The Taegliche Rundschau also 
had backed the Rev. Friedrich von 
Bodelschwingh, recently elected by 
non-Nazi church groups as evan- 
gelical reichsbishop. It also had re- 
ported the arrests of pastors who 
delivered sermons criticising ap- 
pointments of the State church 
commissioner. 

Meanwhile, Ludwig Mueller, Nazi 
church leader, issued an appeal to 
the United Prussian Church not to 
disturb the work of unification now 
in progress by “unobjective talk 
and action.” 

Church Commissioner’s Order. 

August Jaeger, Prussian church 
commissioner, issued an order to 
police chiefs and provincial and 
district governors declaring that 
the Government’s action regarding 
churches “while in nowise interfer- 
ing with religious life” was essen- 
tial to safeguard the national unity 
created by the Chancellor. 

“Since the State in its own in- 
terests as well as the interests of 
the people and the church cannot 
tolerate opposition of this kind,” 
said his decree, “but on the con- 
trary must regard attempts at such 
opposition as treason to the people 
and the State, I request you to see 
to it very sharply that my orders 
and those of my deputies are not 
sabotaged.” 

He added such attempts “would 
constitute revolt against the state 
authorities which must be _ sup- 
presged immediately.”

Missouri Anti-Trust Laws 
Are Violated.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 8.—At- 
torney-General Roy McKittrick to- 
day. said he would begin an investi- 
gation of increases in the price of 
bread in several cities in Missouri, 
to determine whether they violated 
the State anti-trust laws, as soon as 
he returned, in about a week, from 
a trip to Washington to confer with 
Federal authorities on the provi- 
sions of the national industrial re- 
covery act. 

McKittrick left today for Wash- 
ington and while there will confer 
with the United States Attorney- 
General, adrinistrators of the in- 
dustrial recovery act, and with the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Has Reports of Concerted Action. 

He said he had received informa- 
tion indicating there had been some 
concerted action by bakeries and 
chain store organizations 4o in- 
crease the price of bread in advance 
of approval by Federal authorities 
of any price or trade control agree- 
ments under the recovery act. 

“They appear to be taking the 
law into their own hands,” McKit- 
trick said, “and we want to find 
out about it. So far my depart- 
ment has not indicated that it will 
suspend enforcement of the State 
anti-trust laws against any price 
or trade control agreements, and I 
will go into the matter as soon as 
I return from Washington.” 

McKittrick recently was asked by 
representatives of about 90 indus- 
tries in Missouri to make a declara- 
tion of policy on the extent to 
which he would waive enforcement 
of the provisions of the strict anti- 
trust laws of Missouri, insofar as 
they conflict with provisions of the 
industrial recovery act which sus-

She came galloping down the 
stretch to victory today in the $26, 
000 Arlington Lassie Stakes for two- 
year-old fillies, to win by two and 


one-half lengths, with her stable- 
mate, Far Star, second. Dabchick, 
the fleet Greentree Stable’s two- 
year-old, finished third, after hav- 
ing being closest all the way to the 
front-running Mata Hari and Far 
Star. The race was witnessed by 
18,000 persons. 

Mata Hari, undefeated in two 
previous starts, ran the six fur- 
longs in the rather ordinary time 
of 1:12, but she could probably 
have won it by a city block, so 
completed did she dominate the 
race. Made favorite along with 
her stablemate, Mata Hari paid 
$4.84 to win, while the place price 
on the entry was $4.24, with $3.26 
to show. Dabchick, which also was 
heavily played, paid $3.70 to show. 

The victory of the fashionable 
young flapper of the turf enriched 
Owner Fisher by $21,670, and he 
also drew down $2500 additional, 
making a total of $24,170, when Far 
Star took second money. Dabchick 
earned $1500 for her brilliant effort 
in finishing third, while Some Pomp 
won $500 for fourth money. 

Ten of the fleetest two-year-old 
fillies in America started, with the 
winner conquering the best of the 
East. Finishing behind the four 
leaders was Slapdash, the star 
Easterner, which had captured five 
of her six previous starts. 

With Jockey Bobby Jones on her 
back, Mata Hari quickly took the 
lead, after Far Star had got away 
first, and remained in front all the 
way. For the first quarter of a 
mile, Jones was content merely to 
have his filly in command, but af- 
ter half the distance had been tra- 
versed, he gave her the reins and 
she sprinted out to a three-length 
lead. All Jones had to do was sit 
in the saddle and let the two-year- 
old daughter of Peter Hastings-War 
Woman do her own running. And 
if the way she ran is a criterian, 
she may develop to be one of the 
great fillies of recent years. 

By her triumph, Mata Hari be- 
comes a contender for the two-year- 
old honors of the year, outside of 
the fillies’ division. Inasmuch as 
she has won all her starts with 
burning speed, she may prove to 
be a formidable competitor for the 
best of the colts. 

Mata Hari’s sire, Peter Hastings, 
is a horse which never raced. As a 
two-year-old in 1927 he _ twice 
worked three furlongs in the daz- 
zling time of :33 3-5 over the Doug- 
las Park track at Louisville, and 
that effort broke him down.

‘LOSES SET FIRST 


TIME SINCE 1927

WIMBLEDON, England, July §&. 
—Wimbledon closed its annual ten- 
nis fortnight in a final blaze of 
British glory today as a little Eng- 
lish girl, Dorothy Round, forced 
Helen Wills Moody to battle as she 
hasn’t had to in years to win the 
women’s singles championships for 
the sixth time. 

Mrs. Moody won, 6-4, 6-8, 6-3, but 
not until Miss Round had provided 
the greatest sensation of the two 
weeks of play by winning one set, 
something that hasn’t happened to 
the American queen of the courts 
in women’s singles play in six 
years. 

On her way to the first title she 
won here in 1927, Mrs. Moody, then 
Helen Wills, dropped a set in an 
early round match to Gwynneth 
Sterry. 

There was no hope in any Brit- 
ish mind that Miss Round, though 
tremendously improved in the past 
year, could hope to conquer the 
powerful girl from California who 
has ruled the women’s singles play 
of the world with serene invinci- 
bility since Suzanne Lenglen step- 
ped out of the amateur picture in 
1926. 

Before the King and Queen. 

But her magnificent stand, with 
the King and Queen of England in 
the throng that jammed _ every 
inch of space about the famed cen- 
ter court, thrilled them in defeat 
even as Jack Crawford’s five-set 
conquest of Ellsworth Vines in the 
men’s singles final yesterday—to 
bring the title back to the British 
Empire for the first time in 11 
years—had stirred another capacity 
crowd to ecstacies. 

Miss Round, a slender, courage- 
vus shotmaker with a beautiful drive 
and forehand, was the first British 
girl to reach the final round of 
England’s prized championships 
since Kitty McKane Godfree won 
the women’s title in 1926. 

And for a few minutes today, 
unbelievable as _ the possibility 
seemed when they took the courts, 
Miss Round was definitely on her 
way to victory over the champion 
who crushed her only last year in 
the quarterfinals of this same tour- 
nament with the loss of but one 
game. 

Decision Nettles Player. 

The battle Mrs. Moody had on 
her hands to win the first set at 
6—4, was nothing compared to the 
rising brillance of the slender En- 
glish girl as she fought the cham- 
pion evenly through 12 games of 
the second set, then as Mrs. Moody 
wavered, fought off her own weari- 
ness to win the last two games and 
set, 8—6.

training he gained in his ring days 
to help business men battle waist- 
lines, at Douglas’ Gymnasium, 6442 
Nashville avenue. 

Bob, now 57 years of age, shows 
few marks of his days in the 
ring when most of the fights weré 
of the bootleg variety, fought in 
back yards, on river barges, gen- 
erally to a finish and winner take 
all. He is slightly deaf in one ear 
and has a few store teeth to re- 
mind him of battles with Ryan, 
Australian Jimmy Ryan, Tom Maf- 
fitt and others. 

Otherwise he is hale and hearty 
and boxes three or four times a 
week with his pupils. 

Takes Plenty of Punishment. 

“I take more punishment now 
from men I box than I did in the 
old days,” remarked Douglas. “Then 
it was the game to move in and out 
without getting hit and we learned 
to block and slip punches. Now, I 
stand up and trade blows for the 
fun of it.”

Breisch, a former Kansas Cityan, 
has been raising bobwhite for the 
past three seasons, having aban- 
doned English ringneck pheasant 
propagation to devote all of his 
time to producing the native game 
bird. His pheasants were of the 
finest in the country, but when 
he realized that Missouri was not 
suited to the satisfactory seating of 
these exotic game birds he began 
experimenting with quail. 

Finding the necessary equipment 
and devising a plan to produce 
quail on a large scale, Breisch last 
year sold the last of his brood 
stock pheasants and converted 
much of his pheasant raising 
equipment into his quail producing 
plant. Today the Breisch plant, 
known as the “Missouri Pheasan- 
tries”, is the largest quail pro- 
ducing place in this section of the 
country. It exceeds in production 
even the State operated game 
farms. 

. * . 


Started With 75 Birds. 


Breisch started his quail produc- 
tion three years ago with 75 birds 
produced from eggs obtained from 
Virginia. The Missouri and Vir- 
ginia quail are of the same species. 
Last year he produced 1000 birds 
which were sold to the State game 
and fish department at a price 
lower than the State game farms 
could produce them. This year 
Breisch has set a production goal 
of 4000 mature birds and his present 
schedule indicates this figure will 
be reached easily. 

There long has been a common 
idea that as quail were difficult to 
raise to maturity they could not 
be produced in large numbers. This 
had already been proved false be- 
fore Breisch started work with the 
birds but it yet was necessary for 
him to do considerable research 
work before hitting upon his 
present successful plan for large 
scale production of quail. 

The type incubator and brooder 
used in southeastern states was 
not suited to Missouri’s varying 
temperatures and Breisch, through 
experimentation, found the proper 
equipment. The incubators used 
are produced at Higginsville and 
fit the needs of a quail producer 
perfectly, according to Breisch. The 


incubators with success but this 
was done only for experimental 


Breisch is able to raise to ma- 
turity about 60 per cent of the 
birds hatched. He rarely ever 
loses a mature bird. Last fall, how- 
ever, some one stole 142 birds from 
the rearing pens. The usual cost of 
brood stock quail is $10 a-pair but 
because of the production methods 
used by the Windsor man he is able 
to quote them at nearly half that 
price.

KENT SCHOOL 
CREW SECOND . 
OF U.S. TO WIN 

THAMES CUP 


By the Associated Press. 

HENLEY, England, July 8.—For 
thé second time in the long history 
of the classic royal Henley regatta, 
an American crew today won the 
Thames Challenge Cup when the 


Kent (Conn.) schoolboy eight, often 
a challenger but never a winner, 
swept to victory over Bedford 
School in the finals, Browne and 
Nichols of Boston won the trophy 
in 1929. 

Kent, sole survivor of an Ameri- 
can contingent of three crews and 
a like number of individual per- 
formers in the diamond sculls raced 
the Bedford boat into a two-length 
defeat after entering the finals 
earlier in the day with a three- 
length conquest of the Lensbury 
Rowing Club. 

Rowing the same type of race 
that carried them to three victories 
on their way to the finals, the Con- 
necticut youngsters swung into an 
early lead with a slow but power- 
ful stroke. Steadily increasing its 
advantage, the American boat fin- 
ished the one and five-sixteenths 
miles in 7 minutes and 30 seconds, 
with the issue never in doubt. 

Open Water at Half Mark. 

Both crews started the race with 
36 strokes to the minute and rowed 
on even terms through the first 
quarter of a mile. The Kent stroke’s 
call for a slightly higher beat sent 
the invaders to the front and al- 
though Bedford:also stepped up the 
stroke, the English boatload trailed 
by two-thirds of a length at the 
half-mile post. 

At Fawley Boathouse, the half- 
way mark, there was open water 
between the shells, with Kent lead- 
ing by slightly more than a length, 
being timed in three minutes, 35 
seconds for the distance. Through 
the next quarter of a mile, the En- 
glish representatives made a deter- 
mined but futile effort to close the 
gap and in doing so shot their bolt.

Shute, 60 Yards Short 
On Drives, Beats Wood 
In British Open Golf

ST. ANDREWS, Scotland, July 8.—Slender “Denny” Shute, 28- 


year-old American golfing artist 


with steely wrists and a steely 


temperament, cool as the westerly breezes that blew over the ancient 
links of St. Andrews, today whipped his long-driving countryman, 
Craig Wood, by five strokes in their $6-hole playoff for the British 


Open Golf Championship. 


Shute scored 75-74—149, Wood 
78-76—154 and the outcome was sel- 
dom, if ever, in doubt from the first 
hole, where Wood shed his shoes 
and sox, waded into the famous 
Swilcan Burn with his niblick and 
experienced the first of a series of 
mishaps. A pair of sixes on the 
first two holes cost Wood a deficit 
of four strokes which he was never 
able to offset. 

Shute thereafter always looked 
the winner. Although far behind 
Wood on almost every tee shot, 
sometimes by as much as 60 yards, 
Shute scored a well-deserved victory 
by the mastery of his irons and the 
consistency of his rusty old putter. 
Squatting oddty with feet far apart, 
Shute rolled up shots over the wide- 
spreading St. Andrews greens and 
rarely gave Wood a chance to re- 
cover ground that the New Jersey 
blonde had lost at the vey outset. 


Wood Plays Last Nine in Par. 

Shute was three strokes in front 
after the first nine holes, still that 
much ahead at the eighteenth and 
jumped to a six-stroke lead at the 
twenty-seventh, from where Wood's 
closing nine-hole drive in par was 
only good enough to cut a single 
stroke from the new champion’s 
margin. A six at the twenty-fifth 
hole, where Wood blasted out of 
one trap into another, was the final 
blow to his fleeting hopes. 

Shute’s victory, his first in any 
national championship, marked the 
tenth consecutive triumph for 
American golfing arms in _ the 
British open. He succeeds Gene 
Sarazen, who lost out by a single 
stroke in the regulation 72-hole 
battle in which Shute and Wood 
tied at 292. 

“I just tried to keep ahead of 
Craig for a round,” Shute told the 
Associated Press after he had a 
chance to escape the first onrush of 
well-wishers and congratulations, “I 
knew I had a three-stroke lead at 
the eighteenth. I knew I had some- 
thing to spare, even when Craig 
picked up two on the last nine, but 
I had honestly forgotten I had 
doubled my advantage going out in 
the afternoon. I was concentrat- 
ing so much, I guess, that I couldn’t 
keep the score straight.” 


Four Rounds of 73. 

Shute was no more spectacular 
today than he was when shooting 
four straight 73’s to tie the brilliant 
Wood. Until his last round yester- 
day and the playoff today the Phil- 
adelphia professional was given 
scant attention by the galleries but 
from start to finish he was the most 
consistently accurate shotmaker in 
the tournament. There was not a 
single 6 or -Shute’s cards today, 
whereas Wood had three, and there 
were only four 6’s on Denny’s tally 
for the previous 72 holes. He was 
not once in the famous “Hell 
bunker” on the fourteenth hole, the 
yawning trap that swallowed Sara- 
zen alive, costing him an 8, besides 
ending Walter Hagen’s champion-

Figured as 160,000,000. 


ASHINGTON, July 8-—The 
Weoria' radio audience was in- 

‘reased by 20,000,000 by the end 
of 1932, bringing it today to well 
over 160,000,000, according to a re- 
port by Arthur Burrows, director of 
the International Broadcasting Un- 
ion at Geneva, Switzerland. Bur- 
rows’ organization is the repository 
of all wave length registrations and 
other data submitted by the radio- 
using nations of the world. 

Burrows breaks down his figures 
by countries, deriving them from 
official and semi-official sources. 
He counts a world total of 37,000,000 
radio sets, but adds 3,000,000 more 
as & conservative estimate for 
France, Spain, Brazil and smaller 
nations which have never counted 
or estimated their “radio popula- 
tion.” 

Estimating an average of four 
persons per set; Burrows calculates 
that the total world radio audience 
at the beginning of 1933 was at 
least 160,000,000—and today is con-

Herriot Declares 


Former French Premier 
Discusses Its Struggle 
Against Nazis—Opposes 
Austro-Hungarian Union 
—For Economic Pacts 
Only Within Framework 
of League. .

PARIS, July 8. 

WO problems present themselves at this 
T timne—nationalism in Austria and union 

of Austria with Hungary. To understand 
them it is convenient to study them sep- 
arately. 

The first has been explained several times 
by Chancellor Dolifuss. During the course 
of his trip to London he explained why he 
had refused to share power with the Nazis 
and to yield to their desire to create dis- 
‘der, just as he had refused the offers of 
She German Commissioner of the National So- 
cialist movement in Austria, and how he in- 
tended to defend the independence of Austria 
against all threats and all terrorism. 

It is that very independence which is at 
stake today. 

The program of the German Nazis for Aus- 
tria is defined in an article in the Berliner 
Boersen Zeitung of June 23: 

“Given the general situation and the world 
mission of the German people, Dollfuss and 
iis collaborators have sinned against blood 
“and language, youth and history, against life- 
evolution, the wishes of the people and against 
the commandment of God. It is a sin of the 
first water against the Empire and against 
Germans.” 


‘Pre-War Germanism.’ 


One would not have expected to find God 
mixed up in this discussion, but such articles 
are revelatory. They show us, they prove to 
the blindest, that we are witnessing a return 
to pre-war Germanism, a reversion to the old 
racial doctrine, and that the Austrian Chan- 
cellor is regarded as a criminal because he 
Wants tO maintain the independence of his 
country against such pretensions. 

We have even more precise indications. 

p Peary Wickham Steed has called attention to 
| a congress held at Passau, on the Austro-Ger- 
man frontier between June 2 and 5 by the 
Association for Germanism Abroad. 

Representing Chancellor Hitler there, Gen. 
Franz von Epp declared that the secular mis- 
sion of Austria had reached an end and that 
henceforth its role was to allow itself to 
be absorbed by the German Reich. 

At the same time, Steed indicates, there 
Was @ secret meeting of the German organiza- 
tion “Feme” which perpetrated the assassina- 
ons of Rathenau, Erzberger and others. 


Fighting the Nazis. 

| If the Hitlerian agitation is prolonged, it 
is Said, Minister of Public Safety Frey would 
form a military government in Austria with 
Dolifuss as Foreign Minister. But the Gov- 
ernment denies this. The Government has 
signified its intention of forming a “patriotic 
front” Which is not a party, but an organiza- 
tion representing the majority of the Austrian 
people and uniting the Christian Social Party, 
‘he Agrarian Party, and even the Heimwehren, 
with a program which its director, M. Kruck- 
hausen, defines as follows: 

“Its adherents have contracted in writing 
'o fight for the liberty and independence of 
Austria, to practice and to propagate Aus- 
7 patriotism, to repudiate all organizations 

‘lch have as their goal either the end of 
“ey independence or class or religious 
Strife 

Thus backed up, the Dollfuss Government 
Pursues the struggle, forbids the sale of Ger- 
man Hitlerian pamphlets, demands annulment 
of the Nazi mandates, searches out agitators 
disguised as tourists, and so successfully that 
the Reic hpost writes: “‘Hitlerism in Austria 
already has lost its Battle of the Marne and 
#°W can only lose the war in which it is 
Vngaged.’ 

It is necessary to say with George Edinger 

f the Daily Express that when little Engel- 
vt Dollfuss swore to defend not German 
‘onfraternity but Austrian liberty, then he 
°Perled a new chapter in European history. 

This, perhaps, is an exaggeration inspired 
oY @ natural sympathy, but it is considerable 
that Austria has refused to waltz with Hitler, 
‘hat she recalls Silesia and fights with fury 
‘gainst terrorism. 

It one sees here only a new episode in 
the fight between Catholicism and Protestant- 
‘sm; one must still admire this young peasant 
Chancellor, leading a hard fight for the in- 
dependence of Austria and deserving the 
riendship and admiration of all Liberal spirits 
in the world.

ARTICLE III. 
By M. W. CHILDS, 
Of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 
STOCKHOLM. 

HERE originated in England in the 
T middle of the last century a movement 

for economic co-operation by consumers 
who sought to eliminate from the cost of the 
goods they bought the element of profit. This 
movement spread first to Denmark, later to 
Sweden and Norway. While it was compara- 
tively late in developing in Sweden, it has 
taken here a form of its own and it has 
served two important ends in the economic life 
of the country. On the one hand the co-oper- 
ative movement has acted as a check on Ccap- 
italism, and particularly upon the power of 
trusts and monopolies. On the other hand, it 
has been an important factor, along with state 
ownership and state monopoly, in the gradual 
socialization of the country. Co-operation 
has been one means by which the people have 
advanced toward ownership of the means of 
production. 

Today the co-operative societies handle 
about 40 per cent of the retail and wholesale 
trade of Sweden; they manufacture about 10 
per cent of the goods of the country, for the 
most part goods for domestic consumption; 
they conduct savings banks and an insurance 
company; they publish a weekly magazine 
with a circulation of nearly a half million. 


Low Prices to Consumer 


Consistent Aim of System. 

From the beginning, the objective of the 
Swedish co-operators has differed from the 
objective of the movement in England. The 
objective has not been a new, Utopian form 
of society; the co-operative movement has 
never had any fixed political or social aim. 
There has been but one goal: to lower the 
cost of reliable merchandise to the ultimate 
consumer. With this goal in view, the co- 
operative movement has made remarkable ad- 
vances; it has not only reduced prices, but it 
has put consumers in business for themselves 
on a large scale.. That last is, of course, inci- 
dental, a means to an end that has never been 
lost sight of—low prices for the necessaries of 
life. 

As did the state in developing its power sys- 
tem, the co-operative societies have entered 
the field of business on a basis of free com- 
petition, with no special favors asked. The 
societies have never had any connection with 
the state nor with any political party of any 
color or kind. The movement has not been 
institutional in character; the societies’ stores 
have offered good merchandise in attractive 
form at lower prices than the private shops. 

In this, too, it differs from the English 
movement. The latter retains an institutional 
character. The English movement is larger; 
an estimated 45 per cent of the households in 
England belong to co-operative societies and 
in Scotland the percentage is between 50 
and 55. Co-operation in England and Scotland 
has ventured farther into the field of manu- 
facture. But despite this, English co-opera- 
tion has for the most part failed to lower the 
cost of essential commodities. It has not 
met the practical test that Sweden had applied. 
It is typical of the economic development of” 
Scandinavia that this movement should have 
been borrowed from abroad and turned in a 
new way to the most direct, practical end. 

The co-operative movement here has at- 
tracted many men of outstanding ability. That 
is, in fact, the conservative explanation for its 
success. The head of the Co-Operative Union, 
the central organization for the co-operative 
retail societies throughout the gountry, is 
Albin Johansson, said by many, including con- 
servatives, to be the shrewdest and most re- 

sourceful merchant’in Sweaen. But the co- 
operators themselves say that the movement 
is not dominated by individuals, but is truly 


|co-operative in nature. Many phases of the 
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development of co-Gperation in Sweden are 
intensely dramatic—a dramatization, highly 
focused in small scale, of the struggle of the 
last three decades between the consumer and 
the trust. 

In brief, as to structure, the consumer is 
the primary unit. He owns a certain number 
of shares, depending upon how many he 
bought outright at the férmation of the so- 
ciety, or how many he has accumulated 
through dividends on goods he has bought, 
in the retail society. Once a year he attends 
the general meeting of the members of the 
retail society and there with his fellow-mem- 
bers elects an executive board, a board of au- 
ditors and a representative to attend the con- 
gress of the Co-Operative Union. The 786 mem- 
ber societies own the Co-Operative Union, the 
proportion of ownership being based on the 
amount of capital contributed to the central 
organization, the number of members enrolled 
and the volume of annual sales. The Union 
carries on all wholesale and manufacturing 
activities for the societies. In addition the 
Union supervises accounts and the manage- 
ment of the stores, plans and designs new 
shops for the societies, carries on propaganda 
and education for co-operation and in many 
other ways serves as the urfifying center. 


Business Shows Gains 
Despite World Depression. 


The present depression has proved the sta- 
bility of the Co-Operative Union and the so- 
cieties affiliated to it. During the last three 
years the books show gains in every depart- 
ment. The only decline has been in the num- 
ber of societies and that has resulted from 
the policy of merging small societies to form 
stronger units. In 1926 there were 897 so- 
cieties with 339,273 families holding mem- 
bership. In 1931 the number of retail so- 
cieties was 806, with 481,319 family member- 
ships and for 1932 there were 786 societies 
and 512,968 member families. The number 
of stores owned by the local societies was 
2411 in 1926, 3510 in 1931 and 3716 in 1932. 
And the annual turn-over rose correspondingly 
from $71,046,800 (the crown at normal, 26.8 
cents) in 1926 to $93,237,200 in 1931 and 
$94,006,360 last year. 

Because the directors of the Co-Operative 
Union had faced the full implications of a 
possible world depression as early as 1930, the 
economy of the local societies has been di- 
jrected during the last three years along the 
most strict lines. The financial position of 
the Union and of the societies was stronger 
in 1932 than in any other year. Trade debts 
have been reduced on the joint balance sheet 
from 38 per cent to less than 6 per cent. 
The goal is to buy, as the societies sell, for 
cash only. 


Sound Reason for Growth 

of Co-Operative Movement. 

It is not difficult to understand why this 

movement has constantly grown until it has 
ato today one of the chief forces in the 
economic life of the country. The ordinary 


householder is attracted by many things. 
Prices are cheaper, And not only are outright

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prices cheaper, but for members there is a 2 
per cent dividend on the total amount of all 
purchases at the end of the year. The stores 
are handsome, spacious, clean and very well 
managed. Goods are delivered at no extra 
cost. The advertisements are attractively pre- 
sented and they appear in all the newspapers 
of the city or community in which the society 
operates. 

Thus the Consumers’ Co-Operative Society 
of Stockholm, with 340 stores and 75,000 
members, runs the same advertisement in all 
the Stockholm newspapers, morning and eve- 
ning, just as would a chain store in an Amer- 
ican city. It is logical, too, that the co-oper- 
ative movement should gain during the de- 
pression. Many persons are members now who 
formerly scorned the savings they could make 
on their food and clothing bills by cnrolling 
in a co-operative society. 


Wages Successful Fight 


Against Margarine Trust. 

. It was not until the Co-Operative Union and 

its affiliated societies were relatively strong 
that they attempted to fight the trusts. It was 
considered essential that co-operation have 
first enrolled a considerable number of loyal 
followers. The co-operators’ first attack was 
leveled at the margarine trust. Because so 
much butter is exported to the Continent from 
Scandinavia, margarine is an important article 
of diet. The margarine trust charged high 
prices. The directors of the Co-Operative 
Union said in effect to the margarine trust: 
“If you don’t lower your prices, we shall be- 
gin to manufacture margarine.” 

It was not that the directors wanted to go 
into the manufacture of margarine. It was 
merely that they wanted lower prices and 
better quality. The trust ignored the co- 
operators’ demand, for the Union had not yet 
demonstrated its efficiency in the field of 
manufacture. Several times the Union re- 
peated its threat. When it became plain that 
this method had failed, the directors did not 
hesitate to carry out the threat. In 1921 they 
built a margarine factory. This has been ex- 
tended several times until it is now the largest 
and most modern of its kind in Sweden. And 
the margarine trust has lost its former power, 
a fact reflected by successive price reductions, 
from which the whole public benefited. 
Power of Flour Combine 

Broken by Competition. 

In the flour-milling industry the Union 
broke the power of another trust in much the 
sam ‘way. After warning the flour milling 
cartel, which had been shown by a Govern- 
ment investigation to function to the disad- 
vantage not only of the consumer but also 


of the producer of grain, the Union acquired 
a large flour mill in Stockholm. This was in- 
adequate for its needs and a second mill was 
purchased, subsequently enlarged and modern- 
ized, in Gothenburg, the second city of Swe- 
den. Near the flour mill in Stockholm the 
Union has built a modern oatmeal factory. 

In Sweden overshoes are a necessary of life 
during the winter and here, too, the Co-Oper- 
ative Union broke the monopolistic power of 
a trust. For five years, between 1921 and 
1926, the Union sought to get the prices of 
the trust down to a lower level, for if the 
objective could be attained in this way, the 
Union itself would not be required to enter 
another field of manufacture. But all efforts 
finally failed and the Union bought a rubber 
factory at Gislaved. The first step taken by 
the Union’ was to issue a general proclama- 
tion in June, 1926, urging the public to sub- 
scribe to an industrial fund. This action 
alone was sufficient to bring the trust’s prices 
fear overshoes down more than 60 cents a 
pair, within a month, for the trust had at 
last realized that the Union meant business. 
Even this reduction, however, did not bring 
the price of overshoes to a reasonable level 
based on a fair proportion between the cost of 
production and the selling price. The Union 
went ahead with its plans, modernized the fac- 
tory end succeeded in taking about 70 cents 
more off the price, In addition the Gislaved 
factory has gone into the production of auto- 
mobile tires, producing 63,000 in 1932. 


Story of Fight Against 
International Monopoly. 
When the writer was last in Sweden, in 

1930, the Co-Operative Union had just com- 

pleted a factory to make electric bulbs. This 

was the boldest venture the Union had yet 

made. The directors were defying not a 

Swedish monopoly but an international mo- 

nopoly with unlimited resources at its dis- 

posal. The outcome of this experiment was 
described to the writer by Anders Hedberg, 
the director of the Luma lamp plant, the first 
international co-operative factory in the world. 

In 1928 Hedberg began an investigation 
into the manufacture of electric bulbs. The 

Co-Operative Union had become convinced 

that prices were too high and there was a 

well-grounded report that the price of lamps 

‘was to be driven even higher. Hedberg, who 

gave up a high post in the army to become 

a co-operator, traveled all over Europe inves- 

tigating the workings of the international 

lamp trust. He found a wide variation in 
price despite the dominance of the trust. By

Reflections on the Recovery Act. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “Difficulties Lie Ahead 

of Industrial Control,” was timely 
and very good. No doubt the great test 
of the present Government will lie in its 
administration of the Recovery Act. The 
implications of the act, I believe, are 
not yet generally comprehended. They 
will need to be much more generally un- 
derstood to procure the popular support 
required for the success of this revolu- 
tionary legislation. I think we have been 
watching the administration with such 
breathless delight for the past few months 
that we have not done as much thinking 
as we seemed to be doing before the 
fireworks began on March 4. 

But I am afraid that there is still a 
great deal of thinking yet to be done by 
all of us; and certainly more thinking 
needs to be done about the Recovery Act 
than about all the rest of the New Deal's 
innovations. I wish I knew better what 
the President himself thinks about it. 
Doubtless he will make this clear at the 
proper time and when we are more ready 
to understand. One of his utterances 
some time ago, I do not recall upon what 
occasion, leads me to believe that he 
looks up on the Recovery Act from an 
economic viewpoint, briefly stated and 
over-simplified, somewhat as follows: 

Our own economic society is approach- 
ing so nearly to complete industrializa- 
tion that certain facts which could not 
possibly be escaped in a completely in- 
dustrialized economy may no longer be 
safely ignored in ours. For example, in a 
completely industrialized society, the 
cost of the industrial product would be 
the sum of three factors: (1) wages paid 
to labor; (2) salaries and expenses paid 
for management, and (3) interest paid 
to capital. These same -three factors 
would make up also the total income or 
purchasing power of society. This nec- 
essary balance between cost of produc- 
tion and purchasing power would leave 
no place at all for profit, as understood 
in the days of the Coolidge-Hoover mad- 
ness. It may seem probable that profit 
in the old sense can no longer exist to 
any great degree in our as yet imperfect- 
ly industrialized society whose wreckage 
we are now struggling to repair. 

Now, if this is the economic philosophy 
behind the Recovery Act, there ought 
, goon to be a dazzling old-time profit for 
some bright manufacturer of thinking 
caps, because we shall all be needing 
them. THAD SNOW.

Hitler and the Church. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAT new nonsense is this? One ex- 

pected to find the Hitler Govern- 
ment eventually subordinating church to 
state, but whether one supported such 
action or not, one awaited even from Na- 
tional Socialism a little more logicality 
and less disparity between statement and 
action. 

The Prussian Minister of Education de- 
clares that the Government has no plan 
for a state church; yet at the same time 
there is a National Socialist commission- 
er created to control the church in Prus- 
sia—by far the most important numeri- 
cally and otherwise of the Protestant 
“Landeskirchen.” “The right of self-rule 
of the church will not be interfered 
with,” says the Minister of Enlighten- 
ment, and at the same moment Commis- 
sioner Jaeger suspends Dr. Dibelius, head 
of the Prussian Evangelidal Church, from 
_his office. Yet the only point on which 
Dibelius serivusly quarreled with the 
Government's action was as regards the 
independence of the church; this he ex- 
pressed quite clearly in a recent official 
letter to the Evangelical Synod here. 

_ Are we to suppose, because the Govern- 
ment declares a policy of non-interfer- 
ence with the church, that it is not sup- 
porting Mueller and the “German Chris- 
tians,” members of its own party, work- 
ing for its ends? This is the first illogi- 
cal action on the part of Hitler’s Govern- 
ment. Every other movement or organi- 
zation in the Reich has been National- 
Socialized from above. The Government, 
however, will not interfere with the 
churches; it will merely remove, one by 
one, the leaders of the church who are 
opposed to its ideas and so leave the way 
open. for the church to National-Socialize 


When this last is achieved, there will 
not be left a single dissenting voice in 
the Nazi paradise. Everything will be 
quiet, everybody satisfied, only these 
pesky Jews will be without bread and 
raise a discordant note. But they will 
soon die off anyway. Then the pure 
Nordic Teutons will be entirely free to 
work out the principles of a renegade

A Revolution in 


Is the administration flirting with the idea of ulti- 
mately supplanting the gold standard with some sort 
of managed currency? There were certain phrases 
in the President's message to the World Economic 
Conference which seem to point to this conclusion. 

“The United States of America,” he said, “seeks the 
kind of dollar which a generation hence will have 
the same purchasing power and debt paying power 
as the dollar value we hope to attain in the near 
future.” He referred with approval to “efforts to 
plan national currencies with the objective of giving 
to those currencies a continuing purchasing power 
which does not greatly vary in terms of the commod- 
ities and need of modern civilization,” and went on 
to declare that “our broad purpose is permanent sta- 
bilization of every nation’s currency.” While reject- 
ing immediate stabilization of the dollar in relation 
to other currencies, he proposed eventual stabilization, 
not in the foreign exchanges, but in terms of other 
commodities in the domestic market. 

There can be no question that such stability is a 
desirable objective of monetary policy. The fluctu- 
ating price levels which have followed upon adher- 
ence to a fixed weight of gold as a basis for cur- 
rency and credit have been productive both of eco- 
nomic disorder and of social injustice. Rapidly ris- 
ing prices defraud creditors and confiscate savings. 
Rapidly falling prices place a cruelly unfair burden 
on debtors. 

Inequalities in the movements of prices give 

rise to economic maladjustments, which prolong de- 
pression and impede recovery. Wages fall as prices 
fall; lag as prices rise, and the worker loses. Per- 
sons who live on relatively fixed incomes—bondhold- 
ers, pensioners, salaried employes—find themselves 
sometimes barely able to make ends meet; at other 
times enjoying unearned luxury. Great sums of in- 
come are, in effect, transferred from one part of the 
community to another, through no fault of those 
who lose them or no merit of those who receive them. 
Business is today over-stimulated; tomorrow disas- 
trously depressed. These are the evils which flow 
from a monetary unfit which is constant in metallic 
content; variable in purchasing power. 
The advocates of a managed currency would put 
an end to the fluctuation of price levels by setting 
up a dollar which would not vary in its relationship 
to other goods and services. The devices by which 
they have proposed to achieve this desirable objec-’ 
tive are many. All of them, unfortunately, present 
serious problems of administration. The movement 
of the general price level is to be discovered only 
through the employment of index numbers. But the 
proper composition of such indices is a technical mat- 
ter which is stiJl in dispute among professional statis- 
ticians, and utterly unintelligible to the layman. 

It would be difficult, therefore, to establish public 
confidence in a currency system erected on such a 
foundation. Monetary authorities would be compelled, 
moreover, to act upon their estimates of future price 
movements. Such forecasts are necessarily matters 
of opinion. The selection of the time for increasing 
or diminishing the quantity of money; the decision as 
to the amount to be added to or withdrawn from cir- 
culation, would be subject both to error and to preju- 
dice. The proposal requires a technical competence 
and a freedom from political interference on the part 
of central bank administration which are by no means 
certain of attainment. Most of these plans contem- 
plate the establishment of control through the dis-

count and open market policies of central banks. It 
may well be doubted, in the light of our experience, 
whether these powers would prove adequate to en- 
able the authorities to exert effective control. When 
prices are rising, business may ignore these restraints. 
When business is depressed, an easy money policy 
may be powerless to stimulate it. ‘ 

The international gold standard has the merit of 
maintaining a stable relationship between the dollar 
and other currencies through the automatic move- 
ment of gold and goods. It thereby greatly facili- 
tates international commerce. A stable currency 
established by a single nation, on the contrary, would 
be continuously threatened by these international 
factors. If America, for instance, were to attempt 
to maintain prices at a level considerably below that 
which obtained abroad, exports would increase and 
gold would flow in in such quantities that the bank- 
ing system would eventually be powerless to absorb 
it. If, on the other hand, we were to hold our prices 
above the world level, rising imports would, in the 
end, drain us of our gold and force us to abandon 
our policy. 

There are only two escapes from this dilemma. One 
is the complete and permanent abandonment of gold 
as a medium of international exchange. Such action 
would permit us certainly to stabilize at home. But 
in so doing, we would be compelled to permit the dol- 
lar to fluctuate violently .in terms of other moneys, 
to the serious disadvantage of our export and import 
trade. The only alternative would be to attain long- 
run stability through international co-operation. But 
such an objective would demand a co-operation more 
detailed and more complete than anything which was 
envisaged at the London conference. Its accom- 
plishment would set a difficult task for international 
economic statesmanship. 

Exactly how does the President propose to estab- 
lish a dollar of constant purchasing power? Certain- 
ly not by the mere jettisoning of the gold standard, 
unaccompanied by further positive action. Scarcely, 
either, by the powers which Congress has so far 
placed in his hands: to require the Reserve banks 
to purchase Government bonds; to print three billion 
dollars of paper money; to reduce the gold content 
of the dollar. In none of the measures initdated or 
authorized to date is there any assurance of perma- 
nent stability. 

The stabilization schemes which have been proposed 
in the past are numerous and varied. They include 
international control of gold production, international 
bimetalism, international symmetalism, the pooling of 
gold in a world bank, control through the discount 
and open market policy of central banks, Prof. Fish- 
er’s “compensated dollar,” Prof. Keynes’ “managed 
currency.” It is not apparent from the President’s 
statement whether he has embraced one of these, or 
whether he has a new proposal, as yet undisclosed, or 
whether, in fact, he has in mind any specific device 
whatsoever. If his words are to be taken at their 
face value, they presage the most revolutionary 
change in monetary policy in American history. But 
can they be taken at face value? 

In two radio addresses to the American people, Mr. 
Roosevelt has revealed an admirable clarity of 
thought and candor of utterance. But the inferences 
which may be drawn from his message to the eco- 
nomic conference have, so far, created only confusion. 
We hope for a clarification of this issue in his forth- 


coming broadcast. 


No one fn United States history had a career 
like that of Hipolito Yrigoyen, but Andrew Jack- 
son’s comes to mind. Both dwelt among common peo- 
ple and made the interests of the common people 
their interests. In the end, the common people car- 
ried both to the highest office at their command. If 
Jackson went to Washington from the Tennessee 
frontier in 1828, while Yrigoyen was not chosen Presi- 
dent of Argentina until 1916, it was because the 
requisite popular uprising did not occur in the South 
Americar Republic until nearly a century after the 
birth of American democracy, as manifested in the 
election of Old Hickory. | 

One wonders at the strange man Yrigoyen was. 
Eccentric school teacher, legislator, policeman and 
farmer, he made a fortune in cattle raising and there- 
after gave his time freely and free of charge in the 
public service as he saw it. In 1890, 1893 and 1905, 
he revolted against high-handed rule. When he took 
up their cause, the masses were yet to be franchised. 
The landed class, descended from Spanish aristocracy,

held government as well as society in control. From 
that control he wrested universal male suffrage and 
the secret ballot. Small wonder that Argentina’s lib- 
erated millions swept him to the President’s chair 
and, as soon as the constitutionally-required interval 
had passed, returned him to it. 

Yrigoyen was a democrat through and through. 
The lavish Pink House at Buenos Aires was his to 
live in, but through his years in the presidency, 
he remained in his humble quarters over a tobacco 
shop. The least citizen had access to the stairs which 
led to his open door. If he was overthrown by young- 
er hands, a hundred thousand people from the far 
reaches of Argentina marched behind his body. A 
half million saw the procession pass. Twenty-three 
orators eulogized him at the grave. 

“The great moving spirit of Argentine democracy” 
former President de Alvear called him. So Yrigoyen 
was. He takes his place with Simon Bolivar, LAiberta- 
dor of six countries, and with the world figures of 


his own time. 


Oklahoma this week. became the fifteenth state to 
ratify the child labor amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, increasing to nine the number of states that 
have approved it this year. The others ratifying in 
1933 are North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Washington, 
Michigan, New Hampshire, New Jersey and Illinois. 
The revival of public concern over this grave social 
evil is strikingly shown in the fact that, in the years 
since 1924, when'the amendment was submitted by 
Congress to the states, only six—Arizona, Arkansas, 
California, Montana, Wisconsin and Colorado—had 
approved it up to 1933, and 24 Legislatures had re- 
jected it. It is significant, too, that Illinois, a state 
of wide industrial interests, has joined the movement, 
and that ratification this year by Massachusetts, an- 
other such state, is considered possible. | 

The depression, with its contrast of adults unem- 
ployed and children at work in sweat-shops, was con- 
ducive to public thought, and a notable reversal of 
front has resulted. Our people have been stirred by 
the adverse effect of child labor upon the health, 
education and morale of the succeeding generation, 
as well as by the disclosure that approximately 1,000,- 
000 adults were kept on the roll of unemployed by 
the competition of children. It has become more and 
more apparent that the states themselves would never 
solve the problem satisfactorily. 

Another notable advance of the year has been the 
adoption by the cotton textile industry of a clause 
in its industrial code, formulated under the Recovery 
Act, forbidding the employment of children under 16. 
Other industries where child labor now is used, such 
as canneries, mines and other manufacturing fields, 
are expected to follow suit in barring child labor. It 
is an important development of the New Deal that, 
under its conceptions of social justice, the exploita- 
tion of toiling children in our industrial system has 
been attacked in a decisive manner. : 

It would be erroneous, however, to depend entirely 
upon the Recovery Act to eliminate child labor per- 
manently. Its provisions run for a term of two years 


only. At the end of that period, employers would be

no longer restrained by their pledges under the in- 
dustrial codes. Even though public opinion disap- 
proved, there would then be a movement among un- 
scrupulous manufacturers again to profit by hiring 
cheap child labor. The minimum wage scales now be- 
ing adopted would also expire at that time, unless 
the Legislatures or Congress had taken action. As a 
result, it would again be permissible to employ cbil- 
dren at miserable pittances such as were recently 
disclosed in the Pennsylvania strike of child workers. 

So the socially-minded citizens who have been 
working for the amendment still have the duty of 
continuing their fight. They would be false to their 
cause if they accept the code provisions as a perma- 
nent victory. These are most encouraging indorse- 
ments of their cause, certainly, bearing the. support 
of President Roosevelt, Secretary Perkins, Gen. 
Johnson and others in the forefront of our new eco- 
nomic set-up. However, the only sure means of win- 
ning a complete triumph against child labor lies in 
adding 21 more states to the list of those that have 
ratified the amendment. Just as it has been found 
vain to hope for reform by action of the individual 
states, so it would be fallacious to consider the Recov- 
ery Act procedure as removing all danger of a future 
return to child labor. 

Most of the Legislatures that met this year have 
now adjourned, although a few that remain in ses: 
sion are expected to ratify the amendment. Hight 
Legislatures that have not ratified will meet in 1934, 
and special sessions of several others ‘are likely this 
year or next. All the remaining Legislatures will 
meet in 1935. Thus, it should be possible to obtain 
the 21 ratifications still needed by the time the au- 
thority of the Recovery Administration expires. 

Whether the present measures are successful or not, 
whether recovery or depression ensues, the country 
should get rid of child labor. ‘There is no more rea- 
son for its continuance in good times ‘than in bad. 
The popular approval that now supports the fight 
against child labor indicates that success is possib 


if the campaign continues aggressfvely. wd 
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Ennobling Wonder 


THE GREAT ENIGMA. A New View on 
the Outlook of Life. By Hugo Hermann 
Schauinsland. (E. P. Dutton € Co., 
New York City.) 


R. SCHAUINSLAND, a distinguished 

German biologist, is president of the 

Municipal Museum in Bremen. The “out- 
look on life” which he discusses is by no 
means a new one, and there is nothing in 
his luminous little book to indicate that he 
could have supplied the sub-title. His “out- 
look” is a very old one, essentially, and it 
may seem new to many only because it has 
been out of fashion for a long while. But 
the scientific fashion has been changing 
rapidly of late years—a fact of profound 
social significance in the long view—and 


Dr. Schauinsland is only one of many dis-— 


tinguished scientists who have broken away 
from the old naive materialism which is 
dying with the power of the trading class 
that sponsored it and imposed it upon the 
world. 

The well-meaning blurb writer informs us 
that the author “looks at the universe 
through a microscope of mysticism, and 
finds that, back of the material reality ex- 
plored by scientists, there lies a mysterious 
force which science alone will never be 
able to explain, and which is the point of 
departure into a new realm of knowledge.” 

The well-intentioned use of the expression, 
“a microscope of mysticism,” reveals the 
very misconception that the author consid- 
ers; for the microscope is an instrument of 
analysis, and it has been the belief that, 
if only matter could be divided into suf- 
ficiently small pieces, the “great enigma” 
of life and the universe could be explained 
in accordance with mechanistic conceptions. 
But somehow, analysis of matter has shown 
a curious tendency to result in vacancy, and 
life escapes the scalpel. 

* * . 

Accordingly, there are those, and Dr. 
Schauinsland is one of them, who have come 
to suspect that the reality men may know 
is in the nature of organism; that analysis, 
being a process of disintegration, destroys 
the very reality which it seeks to appre- 
hend. Therefore, it would perhaps have 
been more in keeping with the sense of the 
book if the blurb writer had coined a word 
and stated that the author considers the 
great enigma by a “megascopic” rather than 
a “microscopic” method; for he strives to 
see life whole and throbbing with the mys- 
tery that science has never approached in 
the slightest degree, for all its admirable 
ingenuities. 

It has been the implied and often the 
avowed doctrine of mechanistic materialism 
that the sense of wonder is only ignorance, 
ultimately to be rendered obsolete by strict- 
ly logical inquiry. But more and more of 
wonder has crept into scientific of 
late years; and more than‘ half of what this 
work of a great biologist contains is humble 
wonder and the ennobling beauty thereof. 

_ Commenting on the state of mind of mod- 
ern man, Dr. Schauinsiand says: “He has 
shattered the few surviving non-material 
values, and has adopted in their place a 
arene ee wesw, and oF attitude toward 

e h lacks every ethical and religious 

enthusiasm.” 


As a general truth about our civilization, 
this will scarcely ‘be questioned; and it ts 


‘mo wonder that we should have arrived at 


what is generally, in effect, a sub-human 
level. For considerably more than a century, 
the trading-class mentality has dominated 
the world, and science for long was a faith- 
ful henchman.

It is no wonder that reality could be de- 
fined as “that which can be measured,” 
‘whereas there are overwhelming reasons, as 
our author points out, for suspecting that 
the exact opposite ig true. It is no wonder 
that the vast majority could come to be- 
lieve that, after all, there are no practical 
values save those that can be priced, and 
that to come into possession of such values 
is the prime if not the sole purpose of liv- 
ing. It is no wonder that men have lost 
the reverent sense of being an integral part 
of nature in its mysterious wholeness, deem- 
ing themselves something outside of nature, 
an antagonist to be conquered. May it not 
be said with meaning that our naive ma- 
terfalism has resulted in a short-circuiting 
of our vital forces, which are now burning 
us out? 

The trend of scientific thinking seems a 
hopeful sign, indeed; but if it may be lik- 
ened to the dawn light on lonely peaks, 
there is yet no social hint of daybreak in 
the valleys of the world; for the most im- 
portant social experiment now in progress 
is predicated upon the old naive material- 
ism. Perhaps it must be so, in self-defense, 
until after the rest of the world has passed 
through the change now everywhere pre- 
paring.

While Hedberg and other Swedish 
co-operators see great possibilities 
in international co-operation, they 
are opposed to the practice of the 
English Co-Operative WLolesale So- 
ciety of selling the goods it man- 
ufactures te co-operative societies 
in other countries at a profit. This, 
the Swedish group maintains, is not 
true co-operation and will result 
in the same form of nationalistic 
competition as exists now under 
capitalism. Thev point to the sit- 
uation in Finland some years ago 
when two rival co-operative socie- 
ties each started a match factory 
with a capacity larger than the 
needs of their members and they 
were therefore compelled to go in- 
to the export trade as rivals, en- 
gaging in a harmful price-cutting 
war. 

For this reason the Co-operative 
Union does not contemplate an ex- 
pansion of the Luma plant to pro- 
duce lamps for export. It might be 
profitable to do this, but the society 
would never sanction such a move. 
However, if the Englisza wholesale 
society decides, as now seems prob- 
able to build a lamp factory, then 
the Scandinavian and English co- 
operators might join to form one 
co-operative society for the manu- 
facture of lamps, with a plant in 
England and a plant in Sweden.

Co-operatives Are Slow to Enter 

New Fields. 

But always the test is the prag- 
matic one. Will it work? Js it 
practical? The writer asked Hed- 
berg what other fields of manufac- 
ture the co-operators would enter. 
Clothing? No, there was no need 
to manufacture clothing, for the 
prices in that field were reasonable, 
with a small margin of profit to the 
private manufacturer. The manu- 
facture of paper is one field which 
co-operation expects soon to enter.

This is partly business acumen, for 
if word gets out that the Co-opera- 
tive Union is considering the manu- 
facture of a certain commodity, 
then the price of factories which 
the Union might be interested in 
acquiring rises proportionately.

The 
rents in the A-house vary from $135 
to $215 a year for the smallest 
apartments to from $700 to $865 for 
the largest. In the B-houses the co- 
operator pays a five per cent depos- 
it ranging from $80 to $135 for the 
smallest apartments and $350 to 
$400 for the largest. Rents for the 
B-houses range from a low of $120 


a year for the smallest size to a 
high of $485 for the five-room 
apartment. 


Prospective tenants for the C- 
houses pay no deposit at all. That 
is because the State and city pro- 
vide virtually the entire capita) for 
this type of co-operative house. For 
the A type the members furnish 10 
per cent, private banks and insur- 
ance companies another 10 to 15 
per cent, and the city and State 75 
to 80 per cent. For the C type the 
members’ deposit is only five per 
cent of the total capital necessary 
to build the apartment house and 
city and State contribute corres- 
pondingly more, 80 to 85 per cent. 
While the C type are organized on 
a co-operative basis by H. S. B., 
they are really built by the city and 
all member-tenants for'this type of 
house must be approved by city 
authorities. 

Deposits by Member Tenants Re- 
turned in 20 Years. 

The members’ deposits are treat- 
ed just as is capital received from 
the other sources. The member- 
tenants receive six per cent inter- 
est annually on this deposit. They 
may receive this in cask each year. 
They may receive five per cent in 
cash, the other one per cent being 
the premium on a special kind of 
insurance which provides that on 
the death of the head of the house- 
hold the entire deposit is returned 
to the family and the annual rent is 
reduced by 20 per cent. Or the 
member-tenant may allow his inter- 
est to accmulate and be compound- 
ed to the end of a 20-year period. 

At the end of this 20-year period 
all deposits are returned in full and 
the annual rentals are automatical- 
ly decreased by 20 per cent. The 
balance of the rent is largely to 
pay the cost of the actual upkeep 
and repair of the buildings. 

Each separate apartment house is 
a unit, affiliated with the central 
organization, H. S. B., in the same 
way that the retail societies are af- 
filiated with the Central Co-opera- 
tive Union. The tenant-members 
are responsible, through several 
committees, for the management of 
the house, for the cleanliness of the

It 
was at about this time that H. 8S. 

The city 
then, in effect, confessed its fail- 
ure as a builder and proceeded to 
give aid to co-operative enterprise 
and to private contractors. 

To the private builder the city 
advanced funds at low rates of in- 
terest and offered ground at low 
rental. In return for this the city 
specified what rents the private 
contractor should charge, fixing 
annual rentals at so much a square 
meter. If the private builder vio- 
lates these terms, then he is held 
liable for interest at the full rate 
for the whole term during which 
he has had the use of the city’s 
funds. Apartments for 10,000 fam- 
ilies have been built mn this way, 
under the careful supervision of 
city architects and engineers. 
Areo of Garden Suburbs Nearly 75 

Pct. of That of Stockholm. 

In another building field the city 
has had greater success. Stock- 
holm’s garden suburbs are known 
to architects and city planners the 
world over. It was in 1900 that the 
city first realized the importance 
of acquiring large tracts of land 
for suburban development. Stock- 
holm was at that time extremely 
congested. By 1907 the city had ac- 
quired sufficient land to begin de- 
veloping a site to the south of 
Stockholm, making streets and put- 
ting down sewers, water and gas 
mains and electric cables. A site to 
the west of Stockholm was devel- 
oped in 1911. The city leased the 
ground to the person desiring to 
build on a 60-year lease, with rent 
at the rate of 5 per cent on the 
capital the city had invested in the 
lot. The city’s architects and plan- 
ners laid down careful prescrip- 
tions for the kind of house that 
should be built with the result that 
there is a certain homogeneity of 
architecture. 

The area of these garden suburbs 
now improved with houses is about 
three-fourths as large as the area 
of the city itself. The city has 
spent about $7,500,000 on improve- 
ments. The population of the city 
suburbs is at present 35,000, with an 
annual increase of about 2500. And 
the city has been constantly acquir- 
ing land, looking to the future. 
Whenever it has been possible to 
buy a tract of land at a reasonable 
price, the city has done so until 
now the city owns 16,000 acres of 
unimproved land, situated at dis- 
tances ranging from three to 10 
miles from the center of the town.

Cement-Bound Paving 
Under Test in Illinois 


Form of Macadam Road First 
Built in Scotland to Be 
Given Trial, 


An experimental road, through 
which engineers expect to discover 
better ways of building low-cost, 
cement-bound macadam pavement, 
is being constructed at Elmhurst, 
Ill., by the Portland Cement Asso- 
ciation. : 

This type of pavement was first 
laid in Scotland in 1872. 

The association is laying 1200 
feet of cement-bound macadam, as 
a result of interest in it following 
the expiration of the patent held 
by a road builder in New England, 
where the pavement was widely 
used. 

Altogether 60 different sections 
of pavement will be placed, each 
composed of a variation in the use 
of sand, coarse aggregate and ce- 
ment. 

Cement-bound macadam is a mod- 
ified concrete pavement built with 
simple equipment. A layer of coarse 
aggregate is placed on the road 
bed and it usually is rolled. Next 
a cement grout or mortar is placed 
over the aggregate and the saturat- 
ed mass is then compacted with a 
roller. The pavement surface is 
then quickly leveled. The result is 
a smooth riding surface suitable 
for roads where traffic flows are 
not excessive.

Tests and the instruments 
showed, it was stated, that neither 
oil nor gasoline were damaged by 
the waterless run. 

The car came to St. Louis under 
the auspices of the Socony-Vacuum 
Corporation and the Lubrite Refin- 
ing Corporation. Wednesday’s run, 
the Socony-Vacuum engineers said, 
Was easy compared with the ordeal 
the Plymouth was subjected to last 
summer during tests in Death Val- 
ley carried on incident to the de- 
velopment of Mobiloil and the “cli- 
matic control” features of Mobiigas 
and Mobilgas Ethyl.

Ten thousand mile runs by Ford 
V-8 automobiles as tests of gasoline 
and oil mileage are being reported 
from every section of the United 
States, according to M. N. Johnson, 
St. Louis manager for the Ford 
Motor Co. 

“We have reports from Iowa, 
Minnesota and Nebraska as well as 
from the first run in Oklahoma,” 
says Johnson. “The run in Okla- 
homa showed that the new V-40 
‘eight-cylinder Ford sedan had the 
economical fuel and oil operation 
claimed for it. There the Phillips 
Petroleum Co. found that it gave 
more than 18 miles to the gallon of 
gasoline for 10,000 miles and that 
oil needed to be changed only every 
1000 miles without any being added 
between changes. 

“Now comes a report from 
Omaha, where a 10,000-mile run was 
staged by the manufacturers of DX 
lubricating motor fuel and Veedol 
motor oil. A total of 535 gallons of 
gasoline was used, an average of 
18.22 miles per gallon. The oil was 
changed at distances varying from 
750 to 1000 miles without any being 
added between changes. 

“Both of these drives were con- 
tinuous, being made day and night. 
A similar run was staged from Des 
Moines through Iowa, and one is 
now being made from Minneapolis 
and St. Paul through Minnesota. 
Chicago is to have one also through 
Northern Illinois and Wisconsin.”

OW “The Student Prince” is closely associated with Municipal 
N overe history. Produced first, indoors, in 1924 in New York 

and seen the following year at the Shubert Theater here, it was sung 
m the park in 1928 and so great was its success on the big stage 
that it was repeated in ’29 and ’30. The coming week is to see its 
fourth presentation by the Municipal organization. In the 1928 
performances it had Sam Ash in the role of Prince Karl Franz, Alice 
MacKenzie as the Kathie, and Florence Ames the Lutz. It then estab- 
lished an attendance record for the Forest Park productions. The 
second year had the sand Kathie and the same Lutz, but Roy Crop- 
per sung the role of the Prince. Again in 1930 it was presented 
with Leonard Ceeley, who had made a name for himself in one of 
the many “Student Prince’’ companies as Priucé Karl Franz, Maria 
Linda as Kathie and Hal Ford as Lutz. Jack Sheehan in the role of 
Hubert, which he played for the first time in that production and in 
which he will appear again during the coming week. 

The story of “Student Prince,’ as doubtless every theater goer 
knows by this time, is the romance of conflict between love and a 
dynasty. Originally it was a German drama, “Alt Heidelberg,” by 
Meyer-Forster but within six months after its initial presentation in 
Berlin it had been adapted to the stages of New York, London, Paris 
and Buenos Aires. America saw it first under the title of “Old 
Heidelberg,” with which Richard Mansfield opened the Lyric Thea- 
ter in New York on Oct. 12, 1903. 


OROTHY DONNELLY, herself famous as a dramatist, from that 
J) srrenai if melodramatic, international success ‘‘Madame X,’’ 

was chosen to adapt “Old Heidelberg’ into operetta form. Her 
task was to provide lyric occasions—the opportunity for songs ana 
choruses for ensemble numbers—which would enhance rather than 
detract from the play’s compelling romance. This she did most ad- 
mirably and Sigmund Romberg rose to the occasion she provided by 
writing to the score of ‘“‘The Student Prince’ some of the greatest 
melodies his genius has poured forth. 

Romberg has a peculiar facility and a brilliant felicity in writ- 
ing for male choruses. Each of his great successes following “The 
Student Prince,’ “The New Moon,” “‘The Desert Song,” both Munici- 
pal Opera favorites, and ‘“‘Nina Rosa’ and “My Maryland,” which 
are in this summer’s Municipal Opera repertory, have had as rousing 
features choruses of men. Before the advent of the Romberg oper- 
etta male choruses were an evil to be suffered rather than to be en- 
couraged. A few tenors yowled top-tones and a handful of basses did 
their utmost to achieve profundity as they bellowed drinking songs, 
but “The Student Prince’ ushered in a new fashion. 

Much of this change is doubtless due to Oscar Bradley, this sea- 
son’s musical director for the Municipal Opera, who not only pre- 
pared the chorus and coached the principals for the‘original New 
York and London productions of “The Student Prince,” but has su- 
pervised the musical training of not less than 50 other companies, 
Incidentally Edward Scanlon, Municipal Opera’s associate stage diree- 
tor, assisted in the original New York production and had full charge 
as director in the original London production a year later. 

.n * * 

RADLEY, trained in the English tradition of choral part: sitig- 
B= a graduate of the Royal Academy of Music in ‘London, a 

musician to his fingertips, undertook his task in the spirit of the 
English tradition rather than in that of the continental opera and op- 
éretta in which chorus singing was a minor and often a slurred-over 
factor. New York ears were astonished at, the virile, colorful singing 
of the student chorus. The group of boys were singing prith spirit, 
but that wasn’t all—they were actually singing parts and their voices 
move in and out in a wonderful tapestry of song, as they presented 
Romberg’s melodies.

There are five distinct species of Tou- 
cans represented among the 12 individuals 
in the Zoo's collection. Four of these are 
shown in natural color in the painting by 
Nuderscher reproduced on this page. The 
king of the outfit is the toco, distinguished 
by a yellowish red beak with a black tip 
This specamen is shown sitting beside the 
stump. The one on the left above is the 
mahogany bill, and opposite is the ariel 
Toucan, distinguished by a yellow shirt 
front and a black beak. At the right, be- 
low, is the monolis with a beak of purple 
As to size and ungainliness of beak. there 


is little choice. With the exception of the 
hornbills and the shoe-bill stork, no other 
birds in the Zoo can compare with them 
in this respect. Their beaks are longer 
than their tails and it is said that when 
secn on the wing at a distance they appear 
for this reason to be flying backwards 

With all their size, Toucan beaks arc 
extremely light and anything but ungainly 
when they are in action. A Toucan can reach 
out and pick a cherry out of the air with 
the dexterity of a major league outfielder 
Nevertheless, a beak of such size creates 
something of a problem for a comparatively 
small bird when roosting time comes. The 
Toucan solves this in a very ingenious man- 
ner. He turns his head and rests it on his 
back, raising his wings slightly to make a 
trough for it to jie in. He then folds his 
tail forward over all, using it as a blanket.

TOKIO. 
ROUBLES other 
than its conflict 
with China now be- 
set Japan. 
From His Imperial 
Majesty Hiro hito 
down to the hum-

shi, the Nipponese 
are in the throes of a moral frenzy, 
as the result of the weird belief that 
Mount Mihara is tenanted by a de- 
structive demon, ever beckoning men 
and women, young and old, to a cruel 
and ghastly death. : 
Within recent months, Mount Mi- 
hara has become the most sinister, the 
most notorious of Japan's innumerable 
volcanoes. 
As if iinpelled by some irresistible 
force, the sons and daughters of Dai 
Nippon are coustantly arriving at the 


edge of its huge crater to fling them- 


selves into the sulphurous smoke that 
forever hides its dizzy depths from hu- 
man view. 

Its baneful attraction is now the all- 
absorbing topic of discussion through- 
out the scattered island empire of the 
Mikado. So overwhelming has become 
Mihara’s lure of death that the Japa- 
nese are now beginning to ask theim- 
selyes the question: Can the spirits of 
evil take a local earthly habitation? 

Strong, indeed, was the belief of the 
ancients of Japan, especially the 
missionary workers of Buddha, that 
at stated intervals the twin deities of 
death and disaster left their superna- 
tural dwelling for an earthly abode. 
During the visit of these gods of de- 
struction, both armed, one with a 
sword of a thousand bljades and the 
other with a torch of a thousand 
flames, they were wont to stage de- 
moniac revels, causing ‘‘strange furies 
to take hold of mortal men.’’ 

Now a considerable number of mod- 
ern Japanese, some of them intelligent 
and well educated, are seriously won- 
dering if these gods of evil are not 
again’ at work spreading madness 
among the’ subjects of the Mikado! 


ARDLY a day passes but the 
H newspapers of Tokio, Osaka and 

Nagasaki record at’ least two 
s 'icides at Mount Mihara. Within 
the last three months that black gulf 
has swallowed up 117 men and wom- 
en, and would have taken 300 
more had they not been dragged back 
from the plunge by force.

A vzory layeut: But behind their eelection is seen a 
scientific purpose. Most of them demonstrate how certain facts, 
valuable as evidence. may be established by a trained medical ex- 
aminer from study -f tie wound. Self-inflicted wounds frequent- 
ly bear ‘a stump, aise.ose’ certain peculiarities titat distinguish 
them from wourds inflicted by an assailant. To use one of the 
more obvious examples, there is the peculiar characteristic of the 
self-inflicted knife cuts known to the medical examiners as ‘“‘hesi- 
tation marks.’ The man who cuts his own throat usually makes 
several minor ‘‘exploratory’’ cuts before he gathers courage or 
decision to go through with the job. Apparently he is anxious 
not to bungle the performance and cautiously ‘‘feels out” the 
situation. 

One of the most remarkable exhibits of ali, in so far as it shows 
what the scientist can do with microscope and a knowledge of 
chemistry, pertains to a case of identification. About a year ago 
the charred embers of an automobile were found smoldering on a 
deserted road some distance out of New York City. Among the 
embers were found the remains of a buman body. Besides the 
skull, which was fairly intact, and a few other hores, there was 
nothing to work with except ashes and a few metallic objects 
which the fire had not consumed. Here are the facts the medical 
examiners established from that heap of debris:

T. LOUIS will have 
an opportunity to 
see on Tuesday of 
this week a play 
such as never has 
been produced here 
before. It is a play 
about real people 
who took part in a 
true-life drama so 
intense and so bitter that the play- 
wright had only to record it to make 
his play one of profound dramatic val- 
ues, even though it is admittedly a 
propaganda play. 

The name of the play is ‘‘Mill Shad- 
ows’’ and it tells in four acts and nine 
scenes the story of the strike of the 
textile workers in Marion, North Caro- 
lina. It is not a pleasant nor an amus- 
ing play, after the fashion of many 
Broadway successes. It is us grim as 
that grim conflict of the workers in 
the newly industrialized South. It 
turns up the story of how six men 
were shot to death, as they stood 
on the picket line, by Deputy Sheriffs. 
That was the tragedy that broke the 
Marion strike, that is the tragedy that 
makes the play. 

According to Anita Block, chief play 
reader for the Theater Guild in New 
York, ‘‘Mill Shadows” is probably the 
most authentic labor play that has been 
produced in America. It is throughout 
a play of the workers. Its author is Tom 
Tippett who was born at Hillsboro, IIli- 
nois, and was at one time a miner and 
union organizer in the Southern Illinois

T must have been suspect- 
ed that there was some- 
thing special about Mr.

Ichthyologists, probably better known 
as fish experts, think the males 
rush toward this light—and usually to 
their doom. For that soft glow isn’t 
lovelight, it's the bait for a trap, the 
trap being a large mouth well sup- 
plied with teeth. Most of the fish 
which hurry to the light, including the 
potential husbands, are caught in that 
mouth, and that’s the cnd of them.

Everyone on board suffered from a 
U-boat psychosis, and I was also in- 
fected.

I sewed together a black, white 
and red flag out of ribbon and other 
materials, which I intended to tie 
round mv waist if we should be held 
up by a U-boat. It was very unlikely 
that I should have time to make an 
elaborate speech to the officers who 
came on board, and somebody would 
be bound to stand behind me to pre- 
vent me from attracting their atten- 
tion. If we all had to parade on deck 
I would open my coat, and it was cer- 
tain that any German officer would in- 
spect more closely a man wearing a 
black, red and white flag round his 
waist on an English auxiliary cruiser. 

We saw neither U-boats nor Ger- 
man officers, however, and at last the 
American coast came into sight, and 
I, much to my resentment, was hand- 
cuffed and taken ashore in uniform, 
under the cross-fire of a battery of 
cameras, which took my photograph 
for the New York evening papers.

Do you remem- 
ber having known Dr. Scheele and the 
Captains Wolpert, Bode and Stein- 
berg?”’ 

I held my tongue. 

“Do you recollect that you commit- 
ted acts of sabotage against munition 
transports by means of incendiary 
bombs manufactured by this Dr. 
Scheele? Don’t you remember having 
damaged the rudders of munition 
transports by means of an apparatus 
constructed by a certain Mr. Fay?"

You were never on friendly 
teriis with one of the most distin- 
guished members of the New York Bar 
Association, Mr. Boniface, who put his 
comprehensive legal knowledge at your 
disposal?”’ 

I kept my mouth shut and said noth- 
ing. I was very uneasy, but I told 
myself it was by no means certain that 
they could prove everything they were 
trying to assert. 

The attorney appeared to read my 
thoughts. He gazed at mea while and 
then said: 

“Come a little nearer, please. Let 
us have a quiet talk. You see, up to 
a short time ago we were convinced 
that there were some men here at work 
putting incendiary bombs on ships, call- 
ing men out on 
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Papen, then German military attache 
in Washington. He appears to have 
had a mania for preserving all his 
check books, and he had a brilliant 
idea of taking them with him to Ger- 
many when he was recalled at the re- 
quest of the United States Govern- 
ment as being no longer persona grata. 
You may be of the opinion that it was 
an unfriendly act on the part of the 
English to extract the check bvoks 
from his diplomatic luegage. But 
please turn over the pages.”’ 

I opened the book. [t consisted only 
of counterfoils of the checks which 
Captain von Papen had made out. As 
I turned them over I suddenly had a 
dreadful shock. I saw clearly written 
the following entry: ‘‘To Dr. Scheele, 
$19,000."" I remembered that item and 
knew for what purpose Von Papen had 
made out the check. 

Captain von Papen, in failing to de- 
stroy the hook, had perpetrated a 
blunder of stupendoue idiocy. 

“‘T see,’’ said the attorney, ‘“‘that you 
have stopped at a certain counterfoil. 
I assume that you know a number of 
the people to whom these sums of 
money were paid. But at any rate you 
are looking at an 


strike, negotiating 
with Mexican and 
Irish leaders, and 
carrying out all 
sorts of activities 
whose purpose was 
to help Germany, 
but which in- 
fringed the laws 
of this country. 
I must offer you 
my compliments. 
We know that all 
these happenings 
were directed or 
carried out by you. 
While you were 
still in America 
and violating our 
laws, we were un- 
able, in spite of 
our most zealous 
efforts, to bring 
either your or any 
of your agents to 
book. It was only after some time 


we found your trail. Of course, 
we had been suspecting you for 
some time. You were watched, 


but we could never discover the slight- 
est positive proof. The situation was 
changed suddenly when this book 
came into our hands. Take a look at 
it, please. As an intelligent man, you 
will not fail to notice that it is a check 
book. Do me the favor to exam.ne 
closely the different entries. It was 
very instructive to me to learn the 
names of the people to whom the own- 
er of this book had paid out sums of 
money. I presume a perusal will help 
to refresh your memory. If vou should 
happen not to recognize the handwrit- 
ing, permit me to offer you the fol- 
lowing information:

I will therefore tell 
you, briefly and to 
the point, that we 
have arrested this 
Dr. Scheele. He 
was sensible 
enough to answer 
our questions. In 
other words, he 
has confessed. He 
has told us every- 
thing about your 
activities in this 
' country and it is 
really unnecessary 
for you to say 
| anything at all. 
We know enough 
' to secure a convic- 
tion so far as you 
are concerned. 
There is one other matter which will 
be of interest to you. Dr. Scheele's 
admissions enabled us_ to arrest all 
your friends. One said this and anoth- 


‘er said that, but I can assure you we 


know enough. Will you, therefore, 
talk, or do you prefer to keep silent?’’ 

I preferred to keep silent, and was 
sent back to prison. I passed the night 
visualizing what would happen if I 
could suddenly have the vast pleasure 
of being alone in my cell with Captain 
von Papen! 

Friends engaged a noted American 
lawyer, Mr. George Gordon Battle, to 
undertake my defense. I cannot over- 
state my gratitude to this splendid 
man. At our first interview he looked 
me up and down for a moment and 
said: 

‘Before I decide to undertake your 
defense, you must answer one ques- 
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tion: Have you resolved to admit 
everything or do you intend, as a Ger- 
man officer, to say ‘No’ t sry- 
thing?’ 

I told him that I intef 
nothing at all. He agreed to 
me, and immediately decided to send 
a letter to the Attorney-General in 
Washington, asking that I be trans- 
ferred from the dirt’ and indignity 
of the Tombs jail in New York to 
the military prison at Governor's 
Island. 

I joined in the hombardment by 
writing post-haste to His Excellency 
the British Ambassador, Sir Cecil 
Spring Rice, at Washington, contend- 
ing that I was a prisoner of war and 
not a civil prisoner, and requesting 
that he aid me in bettering my impris- 
onment. 

In vain! I was to become definitely 
a ‘common’ prisoner! 

My trial began on May 65, 1917. 
During my preliminary examination I 
had firmly insisted that I was inno- 
cent, and had not admitted any of the 
charges which were laid against. me. 
[he court in which my trial took place 
was a large rectanglar room, with wide 
windows and an arched roof. At one 
of the longer sides was the Judge's 
bench which dominated the whole 
room. He sat enthroned alone, 
in a black robe, and to right 
and left of him were large _ por- 
traits of George Washington and Abra- 
ham Lincolp. On the right-hand side 
of the room was a large raised bench 
for the jury. In the center, in front of 
the Judge, stood a long table for the 
accommodation of the accused and 
their advocates, while the journalists 
sat at a smaller table on the left. One 
side was shut off by a barrier, behind 
which crowded the spectators. 


HE trial, in which I was the 
chief figure, was by no means on 
my account alone. The American 
police had done a great deal of 
work in the meantime. The case 
was the Government of the Unit- 
ed States vs. Captain Rintelen and Ac- 
complices. The charge was violation 
of the Federal laws under the follow- 
ing counts: 

Endangering of transport at sea. 

Transporting and storing of explo- 
sives within the territory of the Unit- 
ed States without a police license. 

Violation of the strike laws by 
founding an illegal and fictitious trade 
union. 

Endangering the security of the 
United States by contriving war plots 
with a foreign Power (Mexico). 

Endangering the good relations be- 
tween the United States and other 
Powers with which she was on friendly 
terms by contriving rebellions within 
the territory of these Powers (Ireland- 
Great Britain). 

Altogether about 30 men _ were 
charged during the various stages of 
the trial, including Captain Wolpert, 
Herren Daeche, Fay, Binder, Uhde, 
Captain von Kleist, Dr. Scheele, the 
melancholy Mr. Boniface, and the en- 
gineers Herren Schmidt, Becker, Prae- 
del and Paradiess of the German 
steamer Friedrich der Grosse, who 
were accused of endangering transport 
at sea. There were also charges under 
this count against six German captains 
and engineers of a German shipping 
line, but they got away in time. The 
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that the law of the United States 
does not permit me to sentence you to death.” 
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“I regret nothing more than 


plot with Mexico was laid to me alone, 
since Huerta was dead. These more 
important prisoners were flanked by 
a row of lesser sinners. 

The trial lasted for weeks. I sat 
next to my lawyer and listened, and 
hoped that it would eventually come 
to an end. I maintained the attitude 
I had promised at my first interview 
with Mr. Battle, and said nothing. I 
let him do the talking, and he turned 
many points to ny advantage. 

On the other hand, however, I was 
in an impossible position. I was 
charged with a large number of activi- 
ties of which I was innocent, particu- 
larly matters which had been instigated 
by Captain von Papen, but which I 
should have to pay for. It would have 
been quite simple for me to rebut 
them, for I had only to say who had 
been responsible, but I could not do 
that—I could not, as a German officer, 
betray a comrade. 


HE trial drew towards its end 
and the accused were over- 
whelmed. There was not much 
of us left when it was. over. 
When the attorney for the  pros- 
ecution rose to address the jury we 
were all very uneasy. I myself had 
special reasons for viewing the future 
pessimistically when he began to oc- 
cupy himself with my person. He de- 
picted the damage I had caused, and 
I still feel proud when I recall how he 
showed that I nearly succeeded in pre- 
venting the munition shipments over a 
long period through the organization 
of a general strike. I still get excited 
when I remember how he expressed 
his gratitude to Captain von Papen for 
delivering us all up to American jus- 
tice by his confounded carelessness. 
He then summed up my activities once 
more, and after he had taken a deep 
breath, he demanded for me a sentence 
of four years’ penal servitude. It was 
pocr consolation when he proceeded to 
honor me with the following remarks: 
“I regret having to demand such a 
heavy penalty against this German of- 
ficer. He has, ag he believes, only 
done his duty. But in doing so he has 
violated the laws of the land, and the 
punishment I have demanded is there- 
fore fitting. Let us, however, utter no 
harsh words. We have nothing but 
respect for him.”’ 

There was an interval of three days 
between the speech of the attorney for 
the prosecution and the verdict, a peri- 
od which I occupied by reading all the 
American newspapers I could get hold 
of. While one group of papers de- 
clared that it was unjust to demand a 
sentence of penal servitude against a 
German officer who was a prisoner of 
war, other journals attacked me bit- 
terly. 

I was solemnly sentenced to four 
years’ penal servitude. When I was 
asked if I had anything to say, I stood 
up. Feeling that Germany could not 
be defeated, I cried in exasperation: 

“This will not help you to win the 
war.” 

The Judge also jumped up and 
shouted: 

“T regret nothing more than the fact 
that the law of the United States does 
not permit me to sentence you to 
death.”’ 

“I don’t regret it at all,” I replied. 

He looked at me with a hard stare

The 
first and most important is Tayoltita, 
where large and richer mines aré in 
operation. I take in food, machinery 
and occasional passengers and bring 
out bullion. This is smelted at the 
mines and cast into bars of mixed gold 
and silver. Each brick weighs between 
89 and 90 pounds and the load is lim- 
ited to 10 bars. At the present time a 
load of pure silver is worth about 
$5000, but when the percentage of 
gold is large the value of the load may 


. jump to $50,000.

carrying in machinery is really — 


more important than carrying out bul- 
lion, but it’s true. You see, they al- 
ways cvould take out the treasure on 
muleback, but they couldn’t bring in 
modern machinery, for the trails made 
is impossible for a mule to carry any- 
thing weighing more than 200 pounds, 
or anything that wasn't well balanced 
and compact. 

“But it’s different with a ship. I 
take in electric motors, sections of 
huge steel _ Sears that weigh 1500 
pounds, cargoes of carbide in hundred- 
pound cans. It was a load of these 
that nearly wrecked me once. There 
was an air pocket over Tayoltita and 
the ship dropped. But. the carbide 
cans floated up over my head and then, 
when the air pressure equalized, came 
hurtling down around me. You can 
imagine me, trying to keep the plane 
steady and at the same time dodge 
these hundred-pound missiles’ that 
threatened to knock me cold.’’ 

Like all air pilots, Quick can’t see 
any particular danger in his work, and 
just to show how safe it is, points to 


“3800 trips in which he was forced back 


to Mazatlan only eight times. Tayol- 
tita, like Vantanis, is a freak spot, an- 
other deep bowl reached only after 
surmounting a 9000-foot rampart and 


dodging a 12,000-foot mountain peak. 
The landing field itself is 2000 feet 
above sea level. 

“‘As a matter of fact,’”’ laughs Quick, 
‘fit really ien’t a landing field at all, 
but a baseball diamond and is the only 
level spot in the bowl. So now it serves 
a dual purpose, and many a time I’ve 
broken up a perfectly good ball game, 
because when I come over the rim 
and drop into that bowl, I just have 
to land on that one spot .whether I 
want to or not. 

‘“‘That’s one of my heaviest cargoes 
——baseballs! You see, this little 
plateau where T land the plane and 
where they play baseball is so small 
that when a ball is knocked out of 
bounds it drops over a 300-foot cliff 
and is lost in the jungle. They can’t put 
up a high fence because of the plane. 

“Most of the executives and engi- 


neers are Americans, and although 
they are isolated from civilization—-by 
the surrounding country—-have man- 
aged to make themselves comfortable. 

“They have a tennis court and swim- 
ming pool and a motion picture the- 
ater, made possible by an electric 
plant which was brought in piece by 
piece, through the air. They even have 
a bowling alley and some of the engi- 
neers’ wives are real champs. The 
electric plant is run by water power 
from a 750-foot fall and operates an 
800-horsepower turbine. I bring them 
fresh meat, groceries and crates of ap- 
ples and oranges. There are wild 
oranges near the mines, but the folks 
like the California oranges better. 

“The mine workers, Indian and 
Mexican, are a happy lot. They live 
in thatched huts, most of which have 
no walls. Old auto tires are in great 
demand for footwear. They make 
them over into sandals. This is also 
true in Mazatlan.”’ 

These Durango mines, where Curtis 
Quick pursues his novel occupation, 
are said to be but faint echoes of the 
real treasure crypts of the district. 
History and legend tell of rich veins of 
gold and silver whose yield made silver 
sandals and golden bracelets for the 
daughters of Montezuma. In later 
years, somewhere in the vicinity of 
1790, one of these ancient workings 
was. rediscovered and worked by the 
Indians. Millions were taken from it. 
Then one day, without warning, it col- 
lapsed, trapping 42 people. One with 
sufficient hardihood may visit the spot 
today and pull brittle bones from the 
debris, but it is said that only modern 
machinery can ever reopen this lode. 

Not far from this spot there is a

lost gold mine, not a myth, but a real 
authenticated diggings. There was a 
village, too, but in the year 1850 a 
huge mountain slide buried the whole 
business. 

The nearest real town to the Tayol- 
tita mines is St. Ignacia, only 25 miles 
away, as the crow flies, but it takes 
three days to get there by mule path, 
and there is no other road. But the 
air taxi makes it in 15 minutes, a long, 
long climb straight up into the air— 
then a two-mile drop. 

But it is picturesque Mazatlan, snug- 
gled against the sea, that is the real 
Mecca for the miners and the head- 
quarters of the air taxi. Unspoiled by 
white man’s civilization, it remains 
primitive and charming, but with its 
own peculiar code of laws and living. 
Mexico is ‘“‘air-minded’’ and the strict- 
est laws in Mazatlan have to do with 
{lying and gasoline.

For years I wore a blue linen jacket, 
blue linen trousers, shoes made of sail- 
cloth and a broad-brimmed hat. I 
lived in a cell together with interna- 
tional forgers, thieves, pickpockets and 
smugglers. My number was 8891, and 
at first some of the other prisoners 
promised themselves considerable prof- 
it from the hurling of stones at the 
head of the German Captain who wore 
that number. They were people” who 
were anxious to curry favor with the 
prison authorities; but when the aris- 
tocracy of the place—that is to say, 
the respectable burglars, footpads 
und smugglers—discovered that I 
never betrayed a fellow-prisoner, the 
situation changed quickly to my ad- 
vantage. 

Captain von Kleist, who had aided 
me greatly in planning my destruc- 
tion of munitions, also was brought to 
Atlanta. I spoke to him, but he did 
not answer, and he went about as 
though dazed. I arranged for the fine 
old man to share my cell. 

Captain von Kleist finally died in 
my arms from general debility. 

Those who did not survive are all 
lying by the prison wall of Atlanta. A 
simple cross indicates the name and 
the prison number which each of them 
bore while under sentence. 

When I looked at these crosses I 
was seized with sullen energy. They 
should not bury my body there. 
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had to escape a prison death. 

1 was determined to get out of this 
‘*hole”’’ alive! The sick list seemed to 
be the only alternative, and from now 
on I was condemned to “light diet,”’ 
the menu of which consisted of por- 
ridge and toast—morning, noon and 
night. As there were still 300 days 
“time” ahead of me,- the prison be- 
came a “‘spa’’—900 meals of porridge 
sustained me until the day I was once 
more to be a free man. I took exercise 
in my cell whenever possible. 

And after a gray eternity the gates 
of Atlanta were opened. I went to New 
York, where I took a boat for home. 

This was early in 1921. 


HE most bitter disillusionment 
awaited me. Nobody expected me 
Nobody was able to understand 
the psychology of a man who had 
passed the transition period from war 
to peace in prison.

TAYLORVILLE, Illinois. 
HE economics of the 
Christian family would 
make the most ardent 
of the _ professional 
simple-lifers blush for 
shame. The Stuart 
ak. Chases who have 
gone to Mexico and the South Seas 
in search of economic paradises 
might well come here and consider 
the state of the Christians, father. 
mother and 11 children, who live 
on a farm not far from this town. 

The family lives in an all but 
moneyless world. And if you ac- 
cept the word of the head of the 
family, they live quite well—at 
any rate, they seem happy. There 
is no problem of rent, even, for 
the Christians live in a hole in 
the ground. It is literally that—a 
hole in the ground. And, what is 
more, the Christian family says it 
is a very pleasant hole in the 
ground, one that they might even 
be reluctant to trade for the aver- 
age house. 

‘We wouldn't trade our place 
for the finest mansion in the 
county,” is the assurance of Albert 
D. Christian, the father. ‘‘There 
is no telephone, no electric lights 
or any of the other foolish knick- 
knacks that clutter up most folks’ 
houses. And it’s a sight cooler, 
too. We don't feel these heat 
waves half as much as the folks in 
the big cities, nor even like the 
ones in Taylorville feel them.” 

To the city dweller the Chris- 
tians’ hole in the ground might 
seem a bit primitive and scarcely 
adequate as a home for 13 indi- 
viduals who range in age from 5, 
the smallest child, to 60, the head 
of the family. Cots line three of 
the walls. There are a cook stove 
and a table with benches, at which 
the entire family can sit down at 
once. A partition in the rear pro- 
vides a fruit and vegetable storage 
room. And that is all, and enough, 
says the elder Christian.

home in three weeks. They built 
an entry-way orcvided =wo large 
windows anc movec [r. Through a 
series of c‘sasters ine Crristians 
have come to their present ‘‘nat- 
ural’’ shelter. At one .ime they 
lived like ordinary tenant farmers, 
in a farm house. Fire destroyed 
the house and all their possessions 
five years ago. The owner of the 
farm declined to build a new house 
—rents didn’t justify it. Re- 
sourceful Mr. Christian bought a 
large tent. He trimmed 5000 
black locust fence posts to pay for 
it. Then along came a cyclone 
and destroyed the tent and what 
furniture had been acquired foli- 
lowing the fire. It was then that 
the father and sons dug down to 
create a safe home in the earth. 


HE Christians’ farm com- 
prises 21 acres of land. 
With the major crops — 
corn and soybeans—the family 
manages to barter for sugar, flour 
and other food necessities. But 
most of the food is grown on the 
farm—white beans, potatoes, all 
manner of vegetables, white corn 
for meal, hogs for meat. 

‘“T traded a wagon load of tur- 
nips for sugar,’’ he says. “And 1 
dug my own well. We couidn't 
buy a galvanized iron trough for 
the stock to drink out of, so ] 
made one from a hollowed log. If 
you have to do things, I guess you 
can do them, all right.’’ 

While the Christians may prefer 
to live under the sod, thei: live- 
stock fares in the usual farm eus- 
tora. XX barn has beén built of 
rough lumber sawed on the farm. 

“I am operating 21 acres," 
Christian explains, “and my con- 
tract calls for clearing the lani in 
exchange for three crops. When 
we came, the land was covered 
with timber and scrub growth, but 
we've got it pretty well cleared 
now. I’ve had some hard knocks, 
but I’ve weathered them. And now 
I feel I can weather anything.”’
